Although | 
no ‘definite meeting has been | 


arranged, there are indications 
such a conference will be held. 


The controversial measure, 
which was passed by the Senate 
and House in radically different 
forms, is awaiting assignment to 
a joint Senate-House committee, 
which is expected to be ap- 
pointed to iron out the differ- 
ences between the two houses. 

Running Out of Time. 

The conference committee, 
however, cannot be named until | 
after the Senate returns to work 
April 12. That will leave only | 
11 days to get an acceptable 
compromise measure out of the 
committee and passed by both 
houses, since the Legislature 
mist end its special 60-day ses- 


Meanwhile, the city’s position 
was becoming more acute every 
day. With only a limited period 
remaining in which the Legis- 
lature can act to solve the city’s 
pressing financial problems,time 
already, has run out on the for- 
mer. $8,000,000-a-year St. Louis 
earnings tax. 

The city’s authority to levy 
the tax; granted by the last Leg- 
islature on a temporary 19- 
month basis, expired last Thurs- 
day. Without the tax, St. Louis 
is losing more than $22,000 a 
day in municipal operating rev- 
enues. 

Senator »-Michael Kinney 
(Dem.), St. Louis, who handled 
the city’s tax ren@wal bill in the 
Senate, said he will be willing 
to.cenfer with the bill’s oppo- 
nefits next week “if it will help 
St. Louis get the kind of a bill 
it needs.” 

Speaker Lester A. Vonder- 
schmidt (Rep.) said he did not 
thiik. the House would approve 
the St. Louis earnings tax bill 
without a referendun: provision, 
but that he would be glad to dis- 
cuss any alternate proposals the 
city may have. 

Sfate’ Representative A. Clif- 
ford” Jones (Rep.), who led the 
House’ fight against the Senate- 
approved measure, also ex- 
pressed a willingness to confer 
on the matter. He said he has 
a eompromise plan “which 
should meet the city’s objections 
t6 the bill passed by the House.” 

Terms of Measure.

Recently, Lewis Glaser, who 
raises geese in New Haven, 
Conn., offered to sell the court 
pens at 15 cents each. Fifteen 
hundred were ordered. Officials 
said attorneys really use the 
pens and generally keep them 
as souvenirs.

MAYOR TO VET 
ROOMING HOUSE 
EXTENSION BIL 


Declines to Give Reason, 
Plans Message to 
Board—Too Late to 
Override Him. 


— 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
said yesterday he will veto the 
bill extending fhe emergency 
heusing ordinance passed March 
26 by the Board of Aldermen. 
‘This will kill the bill, which 
would have continued authority 
for limited rooming houses in 
one and two family residential 
zones. 

Tucker declined to give his 
reasons for the veto but said he 
would prepare a message to ac- 
company it. 

Although the aldermen have 
overridden many of his vetoes 
in recent months, particularly 
those affecting zoning, they will 
hot be able to de so this time. 
The aldermanie term ended with 
last Friday’s session, and there- 
fore they will have no opportu- 
nity to pass this bill over the 
veto. 

Legal authority to operate 
rooming houses for up to four 
roomers in the affected zones 
was passed originally in 1946 to 
tide the city over a critical post- 
war housing shortage. It was ex- 
tended from time to time, with 
the last extension having expired 
Dec. 31, 1953. 

Director of Public Safety Jo- 
seph P. Sestric sent notices to 
rooming house operators that 
roomers had to be out by next 
May 15. The aldermen, however, 
passed ‘another bill extending 
the date to next Dec. 31. It is 
this bill that Mayor Tucker will 
veto. 

Before its passage the measure 
drew strong opposition from the 
General Council on Civic Needs. 

Sestric also had criticized the 
extension, contending it created 
confusion, was unenforceable, 
dangerous from the fire hazard 
viewpoint and to a great degree 
prevented enforcement of zon- 
ing ordinances. 

Alderman Louis G. Berra, who 
introduced the bill for the ex- 
tension, argued that it merely 
permitted an orderly closing out 
of the postwar emergency hous- 
ing ordinance.

This figure was expected to 
soar when the French have time 
to count the Vietminh killed in 
the renewed fighting that broke 
out three days ago. 

Dead Too Thick To Count. 

The French said the dead in 
front of their barbed wire and 
in the bloody Noua river, on 
the south side of the plain, were 
too thick to count. The last 
French estimate in the fighting 
said the Vietminh lost 2000 
killed in the first 48 hours. The 
French gave no figures on their 
own casualties. 

(The Red China radio at Pei- 
ping said Sunday that one bat- 
talion and nine companies of 
French troops had been “put out 
of action” in the battle so far.”’) 

The French disclosed that in 
the last six days they have taken 
80 prisoners. 

All around the dust bowl to- 
night, the French stood ready 
to hurl back fresh mass charges. 
Late in the day the enemy 
stepped up his artillery barrage, 
usually the prelude to another 
series of mass charges. 

Despite their heavy losses, the 
Vietminh had been able to drive 
no closer than a mile from the 
core of the defenses. 

Unable to Break Through. 

Pouring from the northwest, 
southeast and south, waves of 
bugle-blowing, screaming Viet- 
minh soldiers overran some out- 
posts, especially in the north- 
west. But French tanks, artillery

Democrats on the subcommit- 
tee have indicated that their 
concern is not so much with 
what Sears may have said about 
McCarthy in the past as it is 
with the question of whether he 
was completely frank in saying 
he had not taken a stand.

HELICOPTER PILOT

CASABLANCA, Morocco, 
Apri 3 (UP)—A United States 
Air Force helicopter pilot, 
flirted with death today to res- 
cue 18 passengers and crewmen 
from a grounded freighter being 
pounded to pieces by heavy seas. 

First Lt. William Mayfield, of 
Owensboro, Ky., maneuvered his 
H-19 Sikorsky helicopter time 
and again through winds that 
threatened to smash the craft 
into the “black boulder” cliffs 
as he carried to safety 18 of the 
33 persons aboard the rock- 
bound Swedish freighter Dals- 
land. 

The 3500-ton freighter was 
torn loose from its moorings in 
Casablanca harbor two days ago 
and was piled onto the rocks by 
heavy winds and seas. 

Mayfield, a veteran of 37 bat- 
tlefield missions in Kore 
swooped down over the wind- 
blasted cliff and landed his craft 
on a tiny landing space cleared 
on the heaving deck. Among 
those rescued was the wife of 
the skipper and their 6-year-old 
son. Fifteen crewmen remained 
aboard.

The 250,000 square miles which 
would be given immediate state- 
hood under his proposal, the 
Governor said, would include all 
the lands lying east of the Sheli- 
kof strait and the 152nd meri- 
dian of longitude and south of 
the summit of the Brooks range, 
eastward to the Canadian border 
and aH of southeastern Alaska. 
This area, which would com- 
prise the new state, he said, 
would embrace all large popu- 
lation centers—including 85 per 
cent of the territory's populace. 
Heintzleman added: 
“This area includes the full

They have 
enough weight and traction te 
handle disks, harrows, and ether 
attachments, Seme have as many 
as six forward speeds and one 
or two speeds in reverse. This 
is highly desirable, since these 
larger tractors are harder to 
handle and maneuver. 

i phe most efficient ma- 
chines for preparation of the 
soil for flower or vegetable gar- 
dens are various kinds of rotary 
tillers, The heavier models can 
ig the sojl inte a fine seed 

eliminating the need for 
a disking or harrowing. 
All kinds are fine fer cultivat- 
ing and “stubble mulching,” 
since they work organie matter 
into the sa@il and at the same 
time fluff and aerate the result- 
ing mixture. Qne of the «wtur- 
diest tillers (and easiest to 
operate) is priced modestly

WASHINGTON, April 3. 


REAT and fateful pe are in the aides with regard to the war 
in Indochina. The climax will be reached at Geneva, Switzerland, at the 
conference on Indochina which opens there ‘April 26. 


The American people are being edu- 
cated for further sacrifices. “Sometimes,” 
said Secretary of State John Foster Dulles, 
before thé Overseas Press Club, March 29, 
“it is necessary to take risks to win peace 
just as it is necessary in war to take risks 
to win victory.” 

Dulles again warned Red China and 
the Russians “that if Red China sent its 
own army into Indochina, that would re- 
sult in grave consequences which might 
not be confined to Indochina.” 

The French have embraced the illusory 
hope that they may be able to negotiate 
a peace with the Communists at Geneva, 
even though they have nothing to offer 
the Reds in xotere, ' 

© - 

THE RED Annies of Ho Chi Minh 
the chief of the Vietminh state which 
is in revolt against the French, are seeking 
a great victory, which will improve the 
Vietminh bargaining ‘position at Geneva. 
At Dien Bien Phu they hope to capture 
the French garrison of 12,000 men. 

The different Associated States of Indo- 
china are negotiating with the French for 
real independence instead of the fiction 
of freedom which the French propose. 

Red China, ostracized from the society 
of decent hations is also coming to Geneva 
for its first ome Som npa conference in 
the West. 

All these events—the ‘possibility that 
the United States may have to fight in 
Indochina, the danger of a French sur- 
render in negotiation, the constantly 
increasing military power of Red Viet- 
minh, the lack of support for the French 

by the native Vietnamese, and the 
chance for Red China to shoot its way 
into international councils—are results 
of the political, not the military, weak- 
ness of France. 

When the French returned to Indochina 
after the United States had defeated the 
Japanese, they found a native Communist- 
nationalist government in the northern 
half of the country, under Ho Chi Minh, 
established at Hanoi. 

The French made an attempt to reach 
an agreement with Ho Chi Minh for 
limited autonomy within the French union. 
It should be noted that the French offer 
then was far short of present French 
offers to Viet Nam and the latter are 
more generous than Ho demanded. 

All-out war started after negotiations 
had broken down and Ho’s armed bands 
massacred French civilians at Hanoi, Dec. 
19, 1946, and attacked French armed 
forces and civilians all over Viet Nam. , 

The Vietminh forces waged a guerrilla 
war operating individually or in bands of 
from 10 to 100. It became obvious phat 
the war could not be won without organiz- 
ing regular military formations. This was 
undertaken and at first battalions of about 
600 men were organized. 

After Chinese material help became 
available, divisions were organized and 
now the Vietminh is believed to have 
seven light divisions of about 9,000 men 
each included in the Red forces of 300,000 
men. 

Today part of the Red forces are or- 
ganized and supported very much as 
western armies are. They have field 
and anti-aircraft artillery. The trails 
from China into Viet Nam have been 
made into roads and these are used by 
hundreds of Molotava trucks carrying 
ammunition from Red China. | 

The Vietminh still needs the services 
of hundreds of thousands of coolie porters 

to run supplies through mountain trails 
and to maintain guerrillas where roads 
have not been built. 
a ae * 

THE COMMUNIST MOVEMENT, led by 
Ho, took advantage of the nationalist aspir- 
ations of the people and pictured them- 
selves as patriots fighting colonial oppres- 
sion. The French finally realized that 
they had ‘little chance of gaining victory 
without popular support. 

To this end they reached an agreement 
in 1949 with former emperor Bao Dai un- 
der which he became the head of a Viet- 
namese national government. His govern- 
ment was granted limited autonomy within 
the French Union, although the autonomy 
was considerably more limited in reality 
than it was on paper. 

It was not until 1950 that the Chinese 
Communists had completed the conquest 
of South China and reached the northern 
border of Viet Nam. The Chinese immedi- 
ately commenced to supply equipment to 
the Vietminh. With artillery and automatic 
weapons supplied by China, French border 


* fortresses were attacked and captured. 


In 1951 the French lost all the border 
positions which might have prevented 
. Chinese equipment from reaching the Viet- 
minh. The French had to fall back on the 
Red river delta around Hanoi and defend 
this by elaborate fortifications. 

Today the French hold:no border posi- 
tions and orily one northern strong point, 
«snat or Mien Bien Phu in northern Viet 
Nam close to the border of Laos blocking 
the main road from China into Laos. The 
fate of this fort is uncertain. 

Half the population of Viet Nam, 
11,000,000 people of 22,000,000 is un- 
der Communist domination. o 
French political concessions to Indo- 

chinese hopes for independence have al- 
ways been too W:tle and too late. Each time 
that the French gave way to a small de- 
gree, after long discussion and delay, the 


aspiratiors of the people had advanced 
beyond the concessions. 

This remains the case after seven years. 
Representatives of Viet Nam are now in 
France, with negotiations for independence 
deadlocked over French insistence that in- 
dependence be within the French Union 
and that the French retain real control of 
military, diplomatic and economic affairs. 

* . ~ 
_ JUST AS THE FRENCH have lost in- 
numerable opportunities to win the Viet- 
namese by appropriate political conces- 
sions, so have they lost many chances to 
win the war by military action. 

At any time up until the end of 1950, and 
possibly through 1951, forceful military 
action in sufficient strength would have 
sufficed to clean out the Red guerrillas. 
As Chinese and Soviet aid transformed the 
Vietminh armies into more formidable 
opposition, the French effort has increased 
until now it includes the French Expedi- 
tionary Corps of 180,000 men; 60,000 Viet 
Nam volunteers serving under the French; 
210,700 in the national forces of Viet Nam 
21,000 men in the nationai forces of Laos, 
and 16,000 men in the national forces of 
Cambodia. 

This amounts to the highly respec- 
table total of 487,700 men under arms 
in the ground forces. Of the total the 
French have contributed but 38,000— 
8000 officers and 30,000 non-commis- 
sioned officers as leaders for the 
colonial and native forces. This 
amounts to 8 per cent of the total. 

Half of this effort at any time dur- 
ing the first few years of the revolt 
would have been sufficient to stifle it. 
The small French contribution to what 

started out as purely a revolt in a French 
colony is due to French legislation which 
forbids the army to send French conscripts 
to Indochina, in fagt anywhere outside of 
metropolitan France. 

As a consequence, the French contribu- 
tion of manpower to the war comes only 
from its regular army, which is about one 
third of the total French Army. Of French 
regular officers, 28 per cent are serving in 
Indochina and 37 per cent of the non-com- 
missioned officers are on duty there. The 
tour of duty is 27 months. The French 
fill the staff and logistic positions and 
consequently probably not more than half 
are in combat assignments. 

French killed, in seven years amounted 
to 16,000 including 1530 officers. The fig- 
ures given in the preceding paragraphs 
were supplied by the press service of 
the French Embassy. They show that the 
military effort, as far as French manpower 
is concerned, has been small and has not 
been a great burden. 

The French counter with the argument, 
“but this is one-third of our cadre and it 
is this burden that prevents us from meet- 
ing our military commitment to NATO.” 

The truth is that if the French had 
made any sort of an effort they could 
have developed a sufficient cadre to 
take care of both NATO and Indo- 
china. 

They do not seem to have tried. The 
first step would be to pay the professional 
officers and issioned officers 


non-« 


enough to hold more career personnel. This 


the French politicians refuse to do, with 
the result that French officers are paid on 
scales lower than: American non-commis- 
sioned officers, and neither the French 
officers nor non-¢ ioned officers are 
paid enough to maintain a family in 
decency or to make a military career at- 
tractive. 

France exports about $500:000, 000 a year 
to Indochina and pretty well preempts 
foreign trade there. 

American aid to the war ih Indo- 
china will amount to about $800,000,- 

000 this year in addition to about 

$620,000,000 in various forms of mili- . 

tary aid to France. The French budget 

for Indochina is $394,000,000. This 
does not quite cover the pay, food and 
clothing of the military personnel 
there. The United States picks up the 
tab for the rest. It might be noted 
that the French would have had to 
provide pay for the expeditionary 
corps whether there was a war in. 

Indochina or not, since this is part 

of the permanent French forces. 

All this detail on the rather small French 
effort is important because the United 
States is being bombarded and sold on the 
thesis that the French are “weary” with 
the burden they have carried for so long. 
French politicians 
plaint to such a degree that the French 
people actually believe it. We are being 


informed, officially and unofficially, that, 


the French are apt to pull out of Indo- 
china and leave Southeast Asia to be taken 
over by the Communists. 

The war is being sold to the United 
States as a Western fight against Com- 
munism—which it now has become al- 
though it did not start that way. This 
position not be sold to Asians, not 
even to tHe natives of the three Associated 
States, for.a majority of Asians still re- 
gard the war as the effort of a colonial 
power to put down national aspirations for 
independence. 

Nothing shows the degradation of French 
politics more clearly than the operations 
in Indochina. The Assembly resolutely re- 
fuses to increase the length of military 
service to two years, as well as to send

French conscripts. to fight France's war. 
Pierre Mendes-France, a neutralist who 
very probably will be the next Premier, is 
using the war politically in his campaign 
and promises to negotiate a peace or to get 
out if he is elected. 


French politics is devoted primarily 
to plotting how to bring about the down- 
fall of one government and about the 
composition of the next. Far more time 
is spent on, this occupation than on gov- 
ernment business. Mendes-France is using 
Indochina as a lever in his plotting. It is 
not unlikely, however, that once he was 
in office, he would find reasons not to 
get out of Indochina.

THE UNITED STATES is caught in a 
trap if there is real danger of the French 
pulling out. As Secretary of State Dulles 
said, the area has great strategic value 
and in Communjfst hands the entire West- 
ern Pacific area would be strategically 
endangered. The French think we are 
caught, that the United States has. no 
other course except to give constantly 
increasing assistance to a war about the 
conduct of which it has no voice. 


To all appearances the United States 
has officially accepted the idea that the 
French are weary of the war and may 
abandon it, leaving the United States to 
take over as it did in Greece when the 
British gave up there. 


On the other hand, acceptance of the 
French thesis may only indicate that the 
United States recognizes the danger that 
the political campaign in France poses 
to the present French Government. This 
regime is committed to the European De- 
fense Community as well as to the Indo- 
china War and our officials may be will- 
ing to make further sacrifices in behalf 
of France to save a friendly government. 
This would be tying American policy to 
the —— kite of the Laniel Govern- 
ment. 

There are many Americans, civilian and 
military, in France and the United States, 
who do not believe there is any danger 
of France giving up in Indochina. Some 
say that France could not be driven out 
of there under any circumstances, that the 
French are merely playing on American 
fears to get more and more assistance. 

These officials point to France’s monop- 
oly of Indochinese trade. They argue that 
the more than $1,400,000,000 of military 
aid for France and Indochina has closed 
the dollar gap in France, allowed the 
French to build up a two billion dollar 
gold reserve and has brought the franc 
down from 420 to a dollar to 360, almost 
to par. 

France, they say, is making a very sub- 
stantial profit out of Indochina and out 
of American aid for the war. The penny- 
wise French, they declare, will never give 
up any such bonanza. 

If this thesis is true. and it is held by 
many of our wisest officials, it is not the 
French who have the United States over 
a barrel, but the United States that is in 
a position to insist on certain French 
actions. It could make aid contingent upon 
an adequate French military effort, train- 
ing and responsibility for the Vietnamese, 
upon genuine independence for the As- 
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sociated States, and upon a real effort to 
win the war militarily. 
* * ” 

ANOTHER FRENCH THESIS that has 
gained some acceptance is that the war 
cannot be won, that the best that can be 
hoped for is to show the Vietminh ,that 
they also cannot win it and so make them 
willing to negotiate. _ 

American and French military officials 
do not concur with this. They are confident 
that the war can be won if the French will 


make the . effort. 
officers with whom the writer has talked 
want the Vietnamese to make the effort, 
not the French. it would requ 
the offensive and hunting the Vietminh 
down in their jungles instead si holing 
up in fortresses. 


The French do not care much for 
jungle warfare. The Vietnamese are 
more “apt” than Europeans at this, 
they say. The Americans learned the 
falsity of this theory in the Pacific 
war. But the alibi suffices for the 
French and enables them to fight the 
war in relative comfort. 


French politics, that is the salvation of 
the Laniel Government, was the real rea- 
son that our Secretary of State agreed to 
hold a conference in Geneva, to include 
Red CfAina, on Korea and Indochina. If 
the foreign minister, Georges Bidault, had 
gone home empty-handed from the meet- 
ing. with Molotov in Berlin, the govern- 
ment would have been overthrown. 

The French public eagerly seized the 
idea that peace might be arranged by 
negotiation. They compared Indochina to 
Korea, to justify negotiation, but over- 
looked the fact that in Korea the aggres- 
sor had been driven back off the territory 
he had invaded, while in Indochina the 
revolutionist Ho Chi Minh occupies half 
of Viet Nam. 

The French therefore have nothing to 
trade with in negotiations, unless it is to 
accept the present authority of the Viet- 
minh and divide Indochina between the 
Communists and the French. 

There have been proposals to split Viet 
Nam on the sixteenth parallel leaving 
France in possession of the prosperous 
Cochin China in the south and the Viet- 
minh of the north and leaving Laos and 
Cambodia indépendent. Another proposal 
is to take the Communist Ho Chi Minh 
into a coalition government. 


Either of these would be only a 
stepping stone for further Communist 
penetration. Either is an illusion which 
would mean only a slow loss of Indo- 
china, not a settlement. 
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AS THE FRENCH BEGAN to realize 
how little they had to trade with in 
negotiating with the Communists, they 
turned toward the United States as the 
party that would satisfy Chinese demands. 
The United States should recognize Red 
China, they argued; trade with China 
should be opened up; United States should 
support admission of China to the United 
Nations. Even a Marshall Plan for Red 
China was hinted. 

These fantastic speculations were 
ended by the address, possibly the 
most important so far made during 
his tenure as Secretary of State, by 
John Foster Dulles before the Over- 
seas Press Club in New York, March 
29. On this occasion Dulles went far- 
ther than any official spokesman has 
gone yet in committing the United 
States to the defense of Indochina. 

He explained the vital strategic impor- 
tance of the area, far greater than that of 
Korea, and its importance as a supplier 
of rice, rubber, tin and petroleum. He 
pointed out that the loss of Indochina 
would be followed by the loss of all the 
mainland of Southeast Asia and that the 
offshore islands of Indonesia, the Philip- 
pines, and even Australia and New Zealand 
would be threatened. 


' “The United States feels,” Dulles 
declared, “that that possibility should 
not be passively accepted, but should 
be met by united action. This might 
involve serious risks. But these. risks 
are far less than those that will face 
us a few years from now, if we dare 
not be resolute today.” 


In the second part of the address, Dulles 
dashed French hopes that they mivht 
gain concessions frum Ho Chi Minh 
through inducing the United States to 
make concessions to Red China, Dulles 
made his position clear in advance of the 
Geneva Conference.

F ROM strictly economic and time-element viewpoints, regardless of: the 


probable political and social consequences, Democrats in Congress appear 
to have sound arguments for increasing personal income tax exempfions 


as a quick stimulant to declining production and srs eet ment. 


The main Democratic argument, which 
has the support of organized labor and 
many non-political economists, is that | 
there would be a faster business response | 
from tax relief for lower income groups 
than from the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion’s plan to give relief to middle and 
upper income groups by a reduction of 
taxes now paid an dividends. 

Greatly simplified, the issue between 
the two parties is whether increased 
consumption or increased production 
is the better way to expand the country’s 
tconomy. 


The Democratic proposal, sponsored by 
conservative Democrat Walter F. George 
of Georgia and actively supported by Paul 
Douglas of Illinois, would raise the per- 
sonal exemption for heads of households 
and their dependents from the present 
$600 per person to $800 this year and to 
$1000 next year.

George, ranking minority member and 
former chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee, is expected to advocate his 
proposal when the committee takes up, 
next week, the House-approved bill 
for general revision of the tax laws. 
His $800 and $1000 figures are not ex- 
pected,to be approved by the committee 
or the Senate; it is likely, however, that 
if the “recession” or “rolling readjust- 
ment” worsens greatly there will be ma- 
jorities in both houses for an increase to 
$700 per person. 

An increase to $700 eeid’ cost the 
Treasury $2,300,000,000 and take 4,000,- 
000 taxpayers off the rolls; an increase 
to $800 would cost $4,500,000,000 and re- 
lease 7,000,000 taxpayers, while an increase 
to $1000 would cost $8,000,000,000 and 
relieve 15,000,000 persons from paying any 


federal income tax. 


The Administration’s 5 per cent reduc- 
tion of taxes on dividends this year and 
10 per cent next year, already approved by 
the House, would cost the Treasury about 
$745,000,000 the first full year and about 
one billion dollars the next year. 


This atticle will be devoted principally 
to the $100 increase of personal exemp- 
tions and to the dividend credit, although 
the Administration has indicated that if 
it finds it necessary to reduce personal 
income taxes, in addition to those which 
went into effect Jan. 1, it would advocate 
a lowering of rates rather than an. in- 
crease in the exemptions. This plan would 
keep the present taxpayers on the rolls. 

Of the $2,300,000,000 the $100 increase 
in personal exemptions would save the 
taxpayers, $1,558,000,000 would go to 
those earning less than $5000 a year and 
$742,000,000 would go to those earning 
$5000 and more. 

@ Of the $745,000,000 the Treasury 
would lose in a full year from the 5 
per cent dividends credit, about $95,- 
000,000 would go to taxpayers having 
incomes of less than $5000 and $650,- 
000,000 to those with incomes of $5000 
and over. There would be a similar 
division if the credit were raised to 10 
per cent the second year. 


It is generally accepted that the lower 
income group spends most of its income 
for consumption goods while the middle 
and upper income groups contain the 
bulk of the savers and investors.

TO UNDERSTAND the tax situation of 
the family with a low income, the increase 
in the Social Security tax this year from 
1.5 per cent to 2 per cent of the first 
$3600 of earnings must enter into calcu- 
lations. Here is a typical case: 


- A man earning $100 a week has a wife 
and two children. He is in the 18 per cent 
income tax bracket and his income and 
Social Security taxes are withheld by his 
employer. The 10 per cent reduction in 
income taxes effective Jan. 1 dropped his 
weekly withholding from income taxes 
from $10.20 to $9.20, but his Social Se- 
curity deduction went up from $1.50 to $2. 
His net increase in take-home pay was 
only 50 cents a week. His savings of $1 
a week on income tax reduction will 
not show up until the fall, when he has 
paid his Social Security tax = full after 
36 weeks. 

If the $700 exemption is edophed for 
this year, this salaried man would have a 
yearly saving of $80, or barely over $1.50 
a week, 

The Labor Department reports that the 
average weekly wages for all manufactur- 
ing industries was $70.92 in January, or 
at an annual rate of $3688. The weekly 
average rate reported for the retail trade 
was $54 for January. 


These figures indicate a great ma- 
jority of those in the low income group 
would increase their expenditures im- 
mediately if the increased exemption put 
a dollar or more a week in their pay 
envelopes,

Democratic and organized labor spokes- 
men insist that these extra expenditures 
would almost immediately create more 
employment. Republican spokesmen have 
not effectively answered this argument 
directly but have asserted that the $2,300,- 
000,000 loss to the Treasury would increase 
the annual deficit and enlarge the na- 
tional debt, which would be inflationary 
and hence raise the prices the wage-earn- 
ers and others must pay. 

The Republican arguments are that all 
taxpayers got relief from the 10 per. cent 
reduction in personal income tax effective 
Jan. 1 and that what the economy needs 
for expansion is incentive to management 
to increase production capacity. They 
would do this in several ways, but princi- 
pally by giving relief on dividend income 
to increase private investment in produce 
tion facilities and by changing the de- 
preciation rates on machinery to increase 
the installation of labor saving devices, 
The greater productivity from these in- 
vestments and expenditures, it is claimed, 
would reduce consumer prices and in- 
crease the purchasing power of wages. The 
further claim is made that these invest- 
ments would increase employment in the 
heavy industries, now adversely affected 
by the downward decline’ in business, 


From the strictly economic point of 
view, the time-element is said to be im- 
portant and the question on which the 
economists, business men and government 
officials are divided is whether there will 
be an upturn in business later in the year 
or whether the “rolling readjustment” will 
spiral into a “serious recession.” 


If there were positive assurance. that 
an upturn is likely and would become 
permanent in the so-called “dynamic” 
economy, the Republican argument: would 
be more persuasive than the Democratic. 
On the other hand, if the present economic 
situation becomes worse over the next few 
monfhs, the Republicans have indicated 
that they will use other means to bolster 
it than those already proposed in, the 
pending tax revision bill. Treasury Secre- 
tary Humphrey has stated, however, that 
if further income tax reductions are nec- 
essary, he will still oppose the increase in 
exemptions and will advocate a lowering 
of the personal income tax rates, so as to 
keep as many persons as possible in 
a broad tax base. 


Whether increased deficits would 
cause inflation at this time is highty 
debatable, with no _ positive answer 
available. The deficit for the current 
fiscal year is estimated at four billion 
dollars for the regular budget and about 
one billion dollars for the so-called cash 
budget which includes Social urity 
and trust fund receipts. The deficit for 
the next fiscal year is expected to be 
large if the business situation seriously 
deteriorates. 


Although there was an actual deficit of 
almost $9,400,000,000 in the regular budget 
last year, prices have been stabilized and 
the latest Bureau of Labor Statistics index 
of typical consumer goods has gone down 
slightly. 

In economic language, inflation occurs 
when there are plentiful money and scarce 
goods. At present there is a plentiful 
money supply and also a plentiful supply 
of goods, as demonstrated bv the large 
inventories sellers are trying to reduce, 
Furthermore, personal savings last calene 
dar year amounted to $18,100,000,000, 
which was almost double the Government’s 
deficit in the fiscal year, and apparently 
are continuing at about the same rate.. 

These savings, the public’s current byy- 
ing habits and the present capacity te 
produce more goods indicate that the’ 
deficits would have to be fairly large ¥.

Near the Half-Way Mark 


In the first week of January, President Eisen- 
hower presented to Congress and the nation 
what had been billed as his “forward-looking, dy- 
namic” legislative program. He had earlier told 
the country that this program, rather than Com- 
munist subversion, would be the principal issue 
in the congressional elections of 1954, and the 
measure of his Administration. 

Speaking to the people two days before he 
outlined the proposals in his State of the Union 
message, the President said: “I hope that this 
program, because of its purpose of promoting 
the welfare of all our people, will enlist the sup- 
port of all of you, regardless of party. It is my 
earnest hope that the Congress will take quick 
and effective steps to enact the measures I will 
recommend.” 

The third month of this congressional session 
has now drawn to a close. Within a few days 
the session, due to adjourn in July in order to 
permit time for election campaigning, will have 
reached alf-way mark. An inventory is ap- 
propriate. How quickly, how effectively, has the 
Republican-led Congress moved to enact the 
Eisenhower program into law? A brief check list 
of the major items tells the story. 

Excise tax extension: the only major bill yet 
enacted into law, this represents a drastic de- 
parture from the Eisenhower program, calling 
for nearly $1,000,000,000 in excise tax cuts 
against which he advised. 


Tax revision: passed the House in substantial- 
ly the form desired by the Administration; no 
Senate action likely for six weeks. 


St. Lawrence seaway: passed the Senate, pend- 
ing in the House. 

Statehood for-Hawaii: passed Senate following 
defeat of the Administration in amendment pro- 
viding Alaska statehood also; pending in House. 


Housing: Administration bill passed House 
after Eisenhower's public housing program was 
killed, Republicans opposing it 3 to 1 and Demo- 
crats supporting it 2 to 1. 


Foreign aid and defense appropriations: action 
yet to come. 


Extension of reciprocal trade act, new tariff 
cuts: presidential message incorporating pro- 
posals of Randall commission just sent to Con- 
gress; legislation in committee “deep freeze” for 
some weeks to come. 


Flexible farm price supports: still in commit- 
tee stage after meeting initially hostile reception. 

Taft-Hartley law revision: after some delay 
for White House to define its position, Senate 
committee has sent proposal to floor. 


Social security extension: still in committee, 
bipartisan support apparently insuring favorable 
action. 


Hezlth insurance, broadened aid te hospital 
construction: bills still in committee. 


Votes for 18-year-olds: no action. 


District of Columbia home rule: no action. 

Inevitably, in view of this record, the question 
arises: What in the world has Congress been 
doing these past three months? In fairness it 
should be noted that action is always slow in the 
early weeks of a session. But, as The New York 
Times has pointed out, on controversial issues 
“not one quarter of what the President has 
sought has been acted on.” 

The truth is that valuable weeks have been 
lost, first in defeating the Bricker Amendment 
and then in dealing with the uproar created by 
Senator McCarthy’s row with the Army. 

If the Administration is to face the electorate 
in November with scmething to show for its 
legislative program, the record of the second 
half of the session will have to be much better 
than that of the first. 
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Rabbi Thurman’s 40 Years

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How to Reduce Military Confusion 

Stuart Symington has stirred up the Senate 
with his assertion that the Department of De- 
fense “new look” has had a baleful effect on 
national security, Missouri’s junior Senator, an 
authority on military affairs, asserts that the 
American people “don’t understand parts” of 
the new look, that neither does he and neither 
do “many” of his colleagues. 

Senator Saltonstall of Massachusetts, chair- 
man of the Senate Armed Services Committee, 
of which Mr. Symington is a member, seeks to 
calm the waters by replying that most criticism 
of the new look stems from differences in view- 
point. But Senator Symington apparently feels 
that the top Pentagon leaders have not revealed 
much in the briefings of the Armed Services 
Committee this year. 

The Missourian asks the question: 


Where else except in Congress can the 
relative desirability of weapons systems 
(carriers vs. long-range bombers for stra- 
tegic bombardment, or eight-engine B-52s 
Vs. six-engine B-47s) along with strategic 
avd logistic planning, the key to tens of 
billions of dollars, be analyzed independent- 
ly by civilians? 


Perhaps the answer is in the Weapons Sys- 
tems Evaluation Group, set up in 1949 on rec- 
ommendation of the Hoover Commission. The 
order creating the group stated its mission as 
follows: “To provide rigorous, unprejudiced and 
independent analyses and evaluations of present 
and future weapons systems under probable 
future combat conditions . . . prepared by the 
ablest professional minds, military and civilian, 
and the most advanced analytical methods that 
can be brought to bear.” 

The WSEG began as a group of 50, including 
14 top scientists and 16 military officers, with 
Gen. John E. Hull, now commander of American 
forces in the Far East, as director. Evaluations 
requested by the Secretary of Defense were to 
have high priority. 

Hanson W. Baldwin, military editor of The 
New York Times, wrote with high praise of the 
group and its purposes but said: “There is 
some fear in informed circles in the Pentagon 
that ‘backfires’ may be built against the group 
or its report by zealous exponents of one or 
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historical point of view.

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A Man With a Good Record 


The giant-sized grab-bag primary race for the 
Republican nomination for United States Sen- 
ator from Illinois enters the final streteh to- 
morrow. A week from Tuesday, Republican 
voters will decide which of nine candidates (the 
number is 10 if you includé a write-in aspirant 
who has been ruled off the ballot) will be the 
G.O.P. opponent of Senator Paul Douglas next 
November. 

Five of the 10 cannot be considered serious 
candidates. So the choice appears to be from 
these five: Edward A. Hayes, former national 
commander of the American Legion; Joseph T. 
Meek, Springfield lobbyist; Austin L. Wyman, 
former chairman of the Chicago Crime Commis- 
sion; Park Livingston, who as president of the 
Board of Trustees of the University of Illinois 
presided at the ouster of Dr. George D. Stod- 
dard; and Julius Klein, publicity man and for- 
mer national commander of the Jewish War Vet- 
erans. 

Of these five, the strongest Eisenhower Re- 
publican easily is Austin Wyman. Mr. Meek is 
a McCarthy backer and, judging by his cam- 
paign speeches, would line up with the Bricker- 
Jenner-McCarthy cabal in the Senate. Mr. Klein 
calls himself a Taft Republicam Only Mr. 
Wyman can say he worked for Dwight Eisen- 
hower before his*1952 nomination. 

If Mr. Wyman wins, Illinois Republicans will 
have nominated a man who can be counted on 
as an Eisenhower supporter. Most of the others, 
judging by what they are saying in the cam- 
paign, wéuld not give President Eisenhower as 
much support as Democratic Senator Douglas 
gives him now. — 

Yet Mr. Wyman is probably the least known 
of the five over Illinois. This is because he has 
not run for office before, and made no effort 
previously to advertise himself to the state. He 
is a Chicago lawyer who lives in Glencoe. In 
1917, when he was a student at Harvard, he 
volunteered for military service and took part 
as a sergeant-major in the Meuse-Argonne of- 
fensive. His chief public services have been his 
nonpartisan, probing leadership of the Chicago 
Crime Commission and his participation in cre- 
ating a long-range civic group, the Citizens of 
Greater Chicago. 

All things considered, Austin Wyman ought to 
make the strongest nomtnee for the Republicans 
—that is, if the intention of the Illinois Repub- 
licans is to provide support in the Senate for 
President Eisenhower.

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Slow Starvation for TVA ~- 

The House is repeatedly showing a deter- 
mination to saddle higher electric rates on the 
1,300,000 customers of TVA power even though 
higher rates are not economically justified. It 
has now reduced the amount requested by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and the Budget Bureau by 
nearly $38,000,000. 

This is a slash of 27 per cent. It means pune- 
ly and simply that TVA is being arbitrarily de- 
prived of the necessary working capital, and told 
that if it wants the capital it will have to raise 
its rates in order to get the money. And the 
nearly $38,000,000 of which TVA is being de- 
prived is the agency’s own earnings, in its pos- 
session in the form of reserves. 

What possible purpose can be served by these 
maneuvers in the House? Only the purpose of 
destroying the TVA public power program by 
impairing the efficiency of the agency and the 
fairness of its rates. 

These are tactics of spite rather than sense. 
If there are members of the House who want 
to put an end to TVA, it would be more ad- 
mirable of them to come out openly and fight 
for that objective. 

The aims of the present hostile moves are to 
force unwise business practices on TVA and thus 
discredit it. If those intentions prevailed, the 
Federal Treasury and the taxpayers who support 
it would suffer along with TVA and the pur- 
chasers of its electricity,

Our secret weapons of extermination 
have been produced under conditions 
that have favored irresponsible censor- 
ship and short-sighted political and mili- 
tary judgments. 


Under .the protection of secrecy a 
succession of fatal errors has been made, 
primarily as the result (since 1942) of 
our accepting total] extermination as a 
method of warfare. These errors have 
been compounded by our counting upon 
such dehumanized methods to preserve 
peace and security. 


In turn, our very need for secrecy in 
an abortive effort to monopolize tech- 
nical and scientific knowledge has pro- 
duced pathological symptoms in the 
whole body politic: fear, suspicion, non- 
co-operation, hostility to critical judg- 
ment, above all delusions of power 
based on fantasies of unlimited extermi- 
nation, as the only possible answer to 
the political threat of Soviet Russia. 


But demoralized men cannot be 
counted upon to control such automatic 
instruments of demoralization. 


At a fatal moment our self-induced 
fears may produce the incalculable and 
irretrievable holocaust our own weapons 
have given us reason to dread. Only 
courage and intelligence of the highest 


order, backed by open discussion, witT. 


give us the strength to turn back from 


the suicidal path we have blindly fol- 
lowed since 1942. 


Are there not enough Americans still 
possessed of their sanity to call a stop 
to these irrational decisions, which are 
automatically bringing us close to a to- 
tal catastrophe? 


There are many alternative courses 
to the policy to which we have com: 
mitted ourselves, almost without debate. 


The worst of all these alternatives, 
submission to Communist totalitarian- 
ism, would still be far wiser than the 
final destruction of civilization. 


As for the best of these alternatives, 
a policy of working firmly toward jus- 
tice and co-operation and free inter- 
course with all other peoples, in the 
faith that love begets love as surely 
as hatred begets hatred—would, in all 
probability, be the one instrument ca- 
pable of piercing the stro political 
armor of our present enemies, 


Once the facts of our policy of total 
extermination are publicly canvassed, 
and the final: outcome, mass suicide, is 
faced, I believe that the American peo- 
ple are still sane enough to come to a 
wiser decision than our Government 
has yet made. 


They will realize that retaliation is 
not protection; that total extermination 
of both sides is not victory; that a con- 
stant state of morbid fear, suspicion 
and hatred is not security; that, in short, 
what seems like unlimited power has 
become impotence. 


In the name of sanity let our Govern- 
ment now pause and seek the counsel of 
sane men: men who have not partici- 
pated in the errors we have made and 
are not committed, out of pride, to de- 
fending them. 


Let us cease all further experiments 
with more horrifying weapons of de- 
struction, lest our own self-induced 
fears further upset our mental balance. 


Let us all, as responsible citizens, not 
the cowed subjects of an all-wise state, 
canvass new lines of approach to the 
problems of power and peace. 

Let us deal with our own massive 
sings and errors as a step toward estab- 
lishing firm relations of confidence with 
the rest of mankind. And let us, first of 
all, have the courage to speak up on 
behalf of humanity, on behalf of civili- 
zation, on behalf of life itself against 
the methodology of barbarism to which 
we are now committed. 


If as a nation we have become mad 
it is time for the world to take note of 
that madness. If we are still humane 
and sane, then it is time for the power- 
ful voice of sanity to be heard once 
more in our land,

Indochina. which is quite a dif- 
ferent matter. 


Certainly there is no chance 
to get the United Nations to 
take cognizance of the revolu- 
tion in Indochina. 
French consider this an internal 
affair and do not want it brought 
before the United Nations. They 
fear this might lead to similar 
action in regard to other French 
colonies. 


THE UNITED ACTION must 
be concerned, then, with France 
and Britain, who have interests 
in Southeast Asia, and with the 
Philippines, Indonesia, Formosa, 
Korea, Australia and New Zea- 
land. 


It seems quite likely that any 
united. action involving these 
countries would be an eficour- 
aging pat on Uncle Sam’s back 
as he went it alone. Dulles’s

From these and other sources 
the “new thinkers” have de- 
rived a thesis that would 
reduce every human being to 
the non-volitional status of an 
animal in an experimental 
laboratory. They hold that 
men’s actions have always 
been determined by forces 
arising out of matter and that 
We are approaching the time 
when men’s thoughts can be 
controlled with precision. This 
surrender to determinism is 
not limited to “thinkers” on 
the periphery. . They include 
the Dean of Humanities at 
Harvard University, B. F. Skin- 
ner, Professor of Psychology at 
the same institution and others 
of equal eminence. The group 
includes too all the behavior- 
ists. And as evidence of how 
widely this kind of thinking 
has been disseminated Dr.

ODAY’S thinking dis- 
T misses not only free will 

as a delusion, but also 
regards consciousness as non- 
existent. Why? Because “to- 
day’s thinkers” cannot weigh 
it, or feel it or manage it in 
any way. Yet consciousness is 
as much a “fact” as food, drink 
and test tubes. Nobody can 
explain how a nervous current 
is translated into thought 
after it reaches the brain; how 
a quantitative thing becomes 
qualitative. “Awareness” is 
nevertheless a phenomenon of 
everyday living. 

Dr. Krutch does not dis- 
pute the effect of environment 
or of antecedent forces upon 
human acts and human mo- 
tives. He is content merely to 
show that it is not every- 
thing. And on the basis of his 
own observations as well as 
the latest findings of even 
more eminent scientists than 
“today’s thinkers” he con- 
cludes that “today’s thinking” 
leads to a debasing half- 
truth. It is based on incom- 
plete fac.s and the already 
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outdated hypothesis that the 
whole universe was potentially 
knowable. Many physicists 
think otherwise. They have 
discovered in fact that even 
atoms are not predictable. 
“The physicist can warn the 
philosopher,” said Sir James 
Jeans, “that no intelligible 
interpretation of the workings 
of nature is to be expected.” 
And Dr. James B. Conant af- 
firms that “we have reached 
the limit of the vision of the 
great pioneers of science, the 
vision, namely that we live in 
a sympathetic world that is 
comprehensible to our minds.” 


* * . 


DMITTING that outside 
A tore do affect the actions 

of men and furthermore 
that the behavior of masses 
can be predicted with reason- 
able accuracy by statistical 
method there is still an area 
in which man is free. It is in 
this area that he can act de- 
cisively in determining the 
moral basis of life and estab- 
lishing values in art and social 
behavior. Rationally free will 
cannot be proved; but neither 
can determinism. Man must 
learn to live with the paradox 
of not being able to demon- 
strate the main premise of his 
existence. But man has al- 
ways lived with paradoxes. 
The reasoning mind, for in- 
stance, must assume that the 
universe is either finite or 
infinite. Yet either thought is 
impossible to grasp. 

Dr. Krutch therefore pro- 
poses that we all accept af- 
firmatively the irreductible 
“status of Minimal Man who 
can reason about his life who 
has choices and who can order 
his behavior accordingly. We 
cannot talk about a free so- 
ciety, he says, if that society 
“is to be composed of indi- 
viduals who cannot possibly 
be other than what circum- 
stances make them.” If we 
assume we have even a lim- 
ited freedom we will naturally 
resume the Great Discourse 
on man’s fate, directing it to 
what preferences can best in- 
crease our strength ‘and dig- 
nity and delight. 

Choice is the key word. To 
make a choice we must believe 
that one thing is better than 
another. We must have values 
in short and when we have 
values love, honor, dignity, 
courage, generosity and loy- 
alty are not just words whose 
meanings change with each 
passing situation. They are the 
stable criteria, with definite 
associations, of a life that at 
the least can hold its own 
against the anti-human philos- 
ophies-in-action that now 
threaten the world.

HIS book contains the 
T istes memoirs of a man 

whose name has probably 
been made immortal by be- 
ing a double dactyl.

He 
is, of course, Oliver Gogarty 
alias himself in “The Lake” 
and alias Buck Mulligan in 
“Ulysses.” 


Readers of the latter will 
remember him as: the mock- 
ing yet genial medical student 
whose “plump shadowed face 
and sullen oval jowl” conjure 
up “a prelate and patron of 
the arts in the Middle Ages.” 
His yp gusto for life, his 
flow of witty conversation and 
his repertoire of ribald stories 
are placed in contrast with 
the grave, introspective and 
reserved Stephen Dedalus 
(Joyce), who was his com- 
panion during their residence 
in a disused tower on the 
shores of Dublin Bay. The 
two distrust each other, caus- 
ing Stephen to soliloquize: 
“He fears the lancet of my 
art as I fear his.”

Buck Mulligan, and doesn’t 
his title disarmingly tell us, 
“It Isn’t This Time of Year 
At All!”

WOMAN BANK TELLER 
EMBEZZLES $22,000 


Also Admits Honoring $40,- 
000 in Bad Checks—‘Felt 
Sorry’ for People. 


NEW YORK, April 3 (VUP)— 
The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation arrested a woman bank 
teller today who admitted that 


she embezzled $22,000 of the 
funds of. the Wappingers Falls 
(N.Y.) National Bank. She said 
she did it to pay the expenses 
of a luncheonette she owned. 

Federal agents said the wom- 
an, Mrs. Helen De Berto, 41 
years old, admitted also honor- 
ing $40,000 worth of checks 
written by depositors on ac- 
counts with insufficient’ funds. 
She said she ‘felt sorry” for the 
depositors. 

Mrs. De Berto was described 
as a “highly respected citizen” 
of the Duchess County com- 
munity of 3500 persons, most of 
whom she knew personally. She 
had worked for the bank for 21 


years and had virtual control of 
its records. 

The FBI said Mrs. De Berto’s 
salary was $50 a week. 

Bank officials said. the $22,000 
which Mrs. DeBerto credited to 
her checking account in sums 
ranging from a $100 to $1000 
from 1949 to 1951 is covered by 
federal deposit insurance and 
bonding companies. The $40,000 
in checks, which represent no 
gain on Mrs. DeBerto’s part, 
must be repaid the bank by the 
depositors, 


According to an FBI agent, 
Mrs. DeBerto said she was able 
to cover up the false deposits 


{she kept the .bank’s books. 


credited to her account because 
She 
did not deduct the money from 
other depositor’s accounts, he 
said, but merely made a book- 
keeping transaction. 

Kelly said Mrs. DeBerto be- 
gan withholding rubber checks 
in June 1952 and continued the 
practice until July 1953. 

Mrs; DeBerto was arraigned 
before a United States commis-

Yet Trained on Diseases That Are Our Most Baffling Killers

WASHINGTON, April 3. 


OMETHING like 64,000,000 of your -tax dollars have built a 
new hospital outside of Washington which is like no other 
It has the customary trappings—doc- 


tors, nurses, technicians and the rest—but if you were to be 
admitted as a patient you’d soon be struck by its peculiarities: 


Its patients get the best in 
medical care, but treatment of 
the sick is not the reason why 
this hospital was built; 


No other hospital is harder 
to get into, yet its patients 
suffer from only a limited 
variety of common diseases 
and some are there because 
they aren’t the least bit sick; 


Once you’ve been admitted, 
the dectors may want to keep 
you around for weeks or 
months, even if you feel fine, 
but you probably won’t mind 
too much because Uncle Sam 
has gone to extraordinary 
lengths to make the place com- 
fortable; 


You don’t pay a penny in 
this hospital, whether you're a 
pauper or a prince, yet you’re 
in an exclusive club whose 
members have one dramatic 
characteristic in common: 
they’re the most studied pa- 
tients in the world. 


The hospital designed to fit 
this revolutionary prescription is 
the Clinical Center of the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health in 
suburban Bethesda, Md. The 
NIH is the research arm of the 
United ‘ States Public Health 
Service whose scientists were 


heroes in the conquest of such: - 


epidemic scourges as cholera 
and typhus. Now they’ve trained 
their guns on the biggest 

of today: heart disease, and 


cancer, plus such chronic ail- ° 


ments as arthritis, mental ill- 
ness and epilepsy. The Clinical 
Center is the most massive 
single piece of artillery which 
science has yet zeroed in on 
these elusive targets.

ACK in the cholera days, NIH 
B scientists traveled to out- 

breaks of epidemics and 
tracked down the causes on the 
spot. Today’s killers are at work 
everywhere. The illnesses they 
cause often aren’t acute; they 
may begin slowly and progress 
slowly. It wouldn’t be practical 
for platoons of scientists to trav- 
el to the victims whose cases 
could tell investigators the most 
about diseases they are study- 
ing. The victims must come to 
the laboratory. 


There are many medical cen- 
ters where such detective work 
has long been in progress, but 
the sleuthing has not been as 
intensive as it might be because 
these centers are busy doing 
other things, too. They must 
train student doctors. They 
must take out Junior’s tonsils. 
Sometimes their pre-clinical (or 
laboratory) investigators have 
worked apart from the clinical 
(or bedside) men for so long 
that they hardly speak the same 
language. Above all, the gen- 
eral hospital must empty its 
beds quickly to keep patients 
from going broke and to make 
room for more Juniors with 
more bad tonsils. 


The Clinical Center has no 
such urgent distractions to keep 
it from its sole mission: re- 
search, 


Its parent, the seven institutes 
that make up the NIH, has been 
in that business since 1887 but 
often only at an arm’s length 
from the one subject who car- 
ries within him the clues which 
the medical detectives need: the 
patient. The NIH has had vast 
laboratories; it has had “patient 
coloniés” scattered over various 
hospitals; and it has granted 
Government money to research- 
ers throughout the country. But 
since 1911 its investigators have 
dreamed of having their own 
research patients close to their 
microscopes. Now the dream 
has come true and they’re 
understandably excited and

quest of chronic illness that 
will be as successful as our con- 
quest of epidemics in the past,” 
says Dr. W. Henry Sebrell Jr., 
director of the NIH. 


Right now there are 161 pa- 
tients at the Clinical Center, but 
even when all its 500 beds are 
in operation the patients will be 
outnumbered by NIH scientists 
with doctorate degrees and you 
won’t be able to command the 
attention of all this talent by 
just being sick. Already, appli- 
cants are tufned down daily. 

To get a bed at the Center, 
your trouble must be diagnosed 
before you get near the place, 
because this is one hospital that 
is not fascinated by rare or 
mysterious maladies. It devel-

pertension, for instance, 


certain incurable cancers—and 
unless a patient fits a plan for 
a particular project he won’t be 
welcome. 


That's just the first hurdle. 
The Center won't take you un- 
less your own doctor wants to 
send you. It won't take you un- 
less you have time to stick 
around for a while (average stay 
in general hospitals is about 10 
days; average stay at the Center 
so far is 28 and doctors may 
want to follow up your case 
periodically for years). Except 
in the case of mental illness, it 
won't take you unless your home 
situation is tranquil enough to 
keep you from excessive worry. 
And it won't take you unless 
you're bright enough to under- 
stand why doctors want what 
they'll ask you to do and to co- 
operate with them.

HE reason for this picayunish 
behavior is that there are 
heart and cancer studies 
afoot to determine why certain 
patients gain or lose weight.

The diets are pleasant and 
you can pretty much write your 
own ticket before you begin.

“By the time they’re through 
they don’t even want to hear a 
cow moo,” says Dr. G. Bur- 
roughs Mider, research director 
of the National Cancer Insti- 
tute. 

Not everyone will put up with 
this sort of thing. That's why 
you were so meticulously picked 
as a research patient to begin 
with. It’s also the reason for the 
house rule that no patient may 
move off his floor without 
escort. The Government may 
have thousands of dollars in- 
vested in a research project and 
the scientists don’t want any- 
thing to upset the study. Not 
anything they can control, any- 
way.

ATING steak daily is not the 
F ony inconvenience you may 

suffer as a Center patient. 
Your doctor—and only a single 
doctor is in charge of your case 
—may want you to pedal an ex- 
ercise machine and simultaneous- 
ly breathe into a mask even 
though you'd rather rest in bed. 
Even if you arrived with a case 
history as fat as a book he may 
fire barrage after barrage of 
questions at you. And there’s a 
fair chance that he'll keep you 
busy taking laboratory tests to 
the point where there may soon 
be no convenient places left 
where you can be stuck with a 
needle. 

Dr. George Z. Williams, head 
of clinical pathology, told me 
there is concern that some pa- 
tients might run out of blood 
which may be safely drawn off 
for studying. To follow your 
blood chemistry three times a 
day by conventional methods, 
Dr. Williams would need a pint 
of your blood a week and the 
Red Cross recommends with- 
drawal of a pint only every four 
months, even from a well per- 
son. So he is now trying to do

LTHOUGH the Center was 


authorized in 1947 it wasn’t 

opened until last summer and 
much of the intervening time was 
spent planning what is in fact an 
entirely new kind of building. It’s 
not impressive for a hospital to 
have 500 beds, but this one runs 
to 1,266,400 square feet of floor 
space over 14 floors and two 
basements. The washing ma- 
chine for glassware is a block 
long and the distance to sup- 
porting service buildings re- 
quires them to be connected to 
the Center by an electric train 
running through an under- 
ground tunnel. There is room 
for one nurse per patient and 
twice as much laboratory space 
(1100 units) as patient space. 


All sorts of Hollywood touches 
were added, not to tuck away 
surplus tax money but to make 
reasonably sure that patients 
wouldn’t get sick of the place 
and either quit before a high- 
priced experiment was finished 
or get so tense that they would 
be useless for, say, a delicate 
study of heart conditions. 

There are no wards or pri- 
vate -ooms. Each room has two 
beds and many can be convert- 
ed to studio couches. A call box 
above each bed enables patients 
to talk to the floor nurse and per- 
mits the nurse to tune in to an 
acutely ill patient’s breathing. 
Walls, draperies and furniture 
were picked for home-type de- 
signs and color schemes. Dining 
rooms feed a maximum of 16 
patients at restaurant-type ta- 
bles. 

Each floor has a big, airy sun- 
room with lounge chairs, and 
there is a post office, bank, 
barber shop and beauty shop. 
Patients can be ward reporters 
for their own newspaper, attend 
dramatics classes in the audito- 
rium or exercise in the big gym- 
nasium which is also used for 
physical rehabilitation. A chapel 
with a revolving stage presents 
in turn altars of the Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish faiths. It 
is always open for meditation.

Camping in Desert Women Behind Scenes in Television

j E had a wonderful, carefree week at our desert camp 
W:: the Big Bend country néar the Mexican border. 
Each morning as the sun came up over the distant 
Sierra del Carmen, I'd roll out and touch a match to a 
; small pile of cottonwood

place. Soon the coffee was 
boiling and breakfast 
ready. As we ate, we'd 
plan the day, which might 
be a trip to the old de- 
serted quick-silver mining 
town of Terlingua and the 
trading post at Lajitas, 
some 50 miles away. Or 
it might be a more lei- 
surely stroll out across 
the desert with camera 
and glasses to see what 
new birds and wildlife we 
could discover. , 
Terlingua lies in the 
foothills, beyond a “paint- 
ed destert,” just to the 
north and west of the 
- Park. Once several hun- 
dred miners and their families lived in the adobe houses 
around the shafts where three-quarters of the United States 
quicksilver production wags mined. But not many years 
ago the mines played out and today Terlingua is a ghost 
village. Rain-and wind take their toll of the small houses 
which have alt fallen into ruin. The little church is still 
there and a few company buildings of frame construction 
and an adéBe movie house which is reinforced on the out- 
side with flying buttresses of adobe brick. There is a 
graveyard at the town’s edge with many wooden crosses 
and a few more elaborate headstones. Most of the graves 
are covered with piles of rocks against possible predators, 
since coffins are all but unknown in this country where 
there is little or no wood. On a few graves which are 
slabbed over, visitors leave offerings of flowers, a religious 
figure, a rosary or just a small, brightly colored stone.

The production of “Mama” 
takes up Carol’s time for a 
good five days out of each week 
with such varied activities as 
rehearsals, work with the writ- 
ers on scripts for the show, 
general auditions and readings, 
and production and budget 
meetings. An independent pro- 
ducer, she brings “Mama” to 
the screen for CBS, and is now 
at work on the idea for another 
show which she hopes to build 
around Emily Kimbrough’s lec- 
ture series, to which she has 
just acquired the television 
rights.

HEN Carol came up with 

the idea of converting Kath- 

ryn Forbes’s novel, “Mama’s 
Bank Account,” into a weekly 
half-hour drama, she felt that “a 
retrospective show was right, as 
a sort of antidote for the jarring 
times.” Now five years later, 
our times are just as “jarring” 
and the series about a Norwe- 
gian family in San Francisco at 
the turn of the century is as 
popular as ever. 

Born in Philadelphia, Carol 
studied at the School of Indus- 
trial Art “to avoid going to Cole 
lege” and put in a short stint 
On a newspaper. She described 
herself as “the worst reporter 
ever known.” From reporting 
she turned to radio in Philadel- 
phia and then moved on to New 
York where she worked in the 
radio departments of various ad- 
vertising agencies. She super- 
vised such radio shows as the 
Jack Benny, Fred Allen and 
Kate Smith programs and even- 
tually took over the talent de- 
partment at ABC along with the 
job of building new programs. 

Producer of such successful 
radio programs as “Theater 
Guild of the Air” and “Mr. 
Moto,” Carol hit the jackpot 
when she moved into television 
and came up with her award- 
winning “Mama.” 

One of the most unusual jobs 
in television is held by Lynn 
Cleary. As business manager of 
the network sales department of 
the Dumont Television Network, 
33-year-old Lynn really holds 
down a man’s job. 

“It’s my business to watch the 
money and be sure it comes the 
right way,” she sums up in sim- 
ple terms a far-from-simple job. 

Lynn says she got into an off- 
beat profession for women years 
ago when it irked her to hear 
people talk about “a man’s 
world.”

GRADUATE of Ohio’s Miami 
A tniversity, where she was 

the only girl majoring in 
business and finance, Lynn’s 
first position was as a security 
analyst for the Chemical Bank 
and Trust Co. in New York. 
While at the bank, she wrote a 
report on’ the electronics in- 
dustry. How that report in- 
fluenced others Lynn doesn’t 
know but she certainly in- 
fluenced herself. She quit the 
bank and got a job in the busi- 
ness end of radio. When the 
Dumont television network was 
established, Lynn moved into 
the post of manager of continu- 
ity acceptance for the firm and 
promptly found herself acting as 
ringside continuity director at 
wrestling matches. Next came 
the overseeing of the televising 
of National Football League 
games on a coast-to-coast scale 
for the Westinghouse’ Electric 


Corp. 

“I didn’t find it unusual to be 
invading those areas usually 
identified with the male but 
o‘hers did,” Lynn smiles. ‘When 
I was a girl I was learning the 
difference between a T-forma- 
tion and a double-wing formation 
while most girls my age were 
playing house. You see my father 
was a football coach.”

—Lynn had the necessary sports 
savvy plus a complete know- 
ledge of the technical as of 
television to enable her to 
wrestle with such things as maps, 
game schedules, rule revisions, 
coaxial cables, and clearing de- 
tails, big and small, w'th some 
100 TV station executives.

“Six years ago,” Rose said 
as she explained how the 
growth of television had affect- 
ed the costume department, “we 
had 12 people using one desk 
in a room which was also used 
to store scenery and props and 
to house the scenery designers 
and three announcers who 
worked from 4 p.m. until mid- 
night. We used the announcers’ 
desks until they arrived, Then 
we had to use the floor — for 
sewing, alterations and design.” 

Today the costume depart- 
ment is headquartered in the 
green room of NBC’s Center 
Theater and Rose and her staff 
have ample elbow room. 

Rose says that big, historical 
shows on TV take a lot of time 
and research but that even 
shows like “Mr. Peepers” in 
present-day setting pose endless 
problems. 

“Take Wally Cox’s suit,” she 
says. “That old thing has to be 
hand-cleaned every once in a 
while and if the hand cleaner 
spruces it up too much, we have 
to wet it down and put some of 
the wrinkles back in.” 

One odd garment may create 
more problems for Rose than 
costuming an hour-long produc- 
tion. Not long ago Barbara 
Baxley in “Moment of Panic” on 
the Goodyear TV Playhouse had 
to wear an old, worn robe.

Miss Sze, wife of an American 
scenic designer and mother of 
a 2-year-old daughter, feels that 
a varied background in and out 
of the theater has helped her 
in her job. Daughter of a for- 
mer Chinese Ambassador to the 
United States and England, Julia 
had a varied but formal educa- 
tion here and abroad. When she 
refused to return to China after 
her graduation from Cornell 
University, her parents stopped 
her allowance and she went to 
work in a department store sell- 
ing dresses. Eventually she did 
some designing for a wholesale 
dress establishment and finally 
‘worked her way up to theatrical 
designing. 

She was assistant designer for 
such Broadway plays as “Fin- 
ian’s Rainbow,” “Man and Su- 
perman” and Judith Anderson's 
“‘Medea” and then moved on to 
take full charge of designing 
for the movie “Carnegie Hall” 
and the plays “Command De- 
cision” and “Death of a Sales- 
man.” 


“In contrast to designing for 
Broadway or Hollywood, tele- 
vision is a 52-week-a-year busi- 
ness and a much more technical 
one,” Miss Sze explains. “You 
have to be very practical about 
it, work with what is at hand, 
including budgets that may 
range from two to four figures, 
know everything there is to 


know about the fabrics you are : 


working with and how they will 
appear on television and what 
to do for the right effect. And 
all this under constant pressure.” 


Miss Sze, who heads up a staff 
of 10, says TV designers not 
only have to know desigf, but 
they need a thorough knowledge 
of textiles, chemistry, electron- 
ics, psychology and economics, 
plus the ability to work on a 
split-second routine. 


She says would-be designers 
may question the need for 
knowledge of, say, chemistry. 


“Knowledge of chemistry 
stands in good stead in a lot of 
cases where you want to create 
the illusion of reality,” she 
smiles. “Take the art of spill- 
ing blood on the TV screen. 
Dried blood from old wounds 
can be created with paint, but 
fresh wounds are best depicted 
by paint and glycerin. Also you 
can't use just plain water for 
TV raindrops; you’ve got to use 
a form of sodium silicate.” 

+ * * 
NE of the most glamorous 
looking women in top-flight 
TV jobs is Caroline Burke, 
producer of the daytime serial 
“Three Steps to Heaven,” on 
NBC. 


Actually soap opera is a far 
reach from what Caroline 
planned in the way of a TV ca- 
reer. After graduating from 
Bryn Mawr and teaching art 
history at John Reed College in 
her home town of Portland, 
Ore., she dreamed of bringing 
“art” to television. She suc- 
ceeded in some measure. 

In the spring of 1948 she 
supervised the televising at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art of 
the German masterpieces that 
had been stacked in salt mines 
during the war. That program 
led to a permanent job on the 
staff of NBC-TV. 

“I turned my hand to every- 
thing at first,” says this youth- 
ful producer who looks more 
like an actress than many of 
those she works with. “Then I 
had a chance to produce a play 
in 1950 and chose Pirandello’s 
‘Six Characters in Search of an 
Author.’ People told me it was 
impossible to telecast the play, 
but we managed fine.” 

“Six Characters” won praise 
for Caroline and NBC from all 
sides and the kinescope is still 
borrowed by people who teach 
TV. in colleges and universities, 

For a couple of years Caroline 
produced a five-day-a-week show 
called “Vacation Wonderlands” 
and went from that into the pro- 
duction of “Three Steps to 
Heaven.” 

If Caroline isn’t exactly put- 
ting “art” on television these 
days, she is at least surrounded 
with it in her New York apart- 
ment where she has a lot of pre-

collection of modern paintings, 
including Picasso and Dufy.

My direc- 


tion was to the south and west; and now and then from a 
rise in the rolling terrain I saw the gleam of the Sao Laurenco 
river, where the sun, far to the north, caught an open expanse 


F to a half day I rode through high marsh grass. 


of water. 


Forests filled the lowlands along the river, and for 


the most part obscured the river itself from my view; but I could 


determine my general position 


from the curving body of the 


jungle, winding along the valley like a massive green snake. 


I kept to the higher ground 
south of the river because I did 
not want to become lost. The 
tigre (jaguar) had been seen 
from a distance by a rider who 
was returning from a trip to a 
small cattle ranch. The man had 
followed the eat into the high 
marsh.grass, buf having no dogs, 
quickly gave up the chase and 
returned to the casa.to report 
the marauder. It was late in the 
afternoon when I rode out upon 
the edge of a line of red clay 
cliffs and looked down from 
this eminence upon the rolling 
country beneath, -sl »west- 
ward toward the hs nco. 
Far to the south was the wide 
green path of a southern tribu- 
tary of the Sao Laurenco; and 
in the narrowing neck formed 
by the converging rivers was the 
area where the tigre had been 
seen, 


- Valente stood beside my mule, 
surveying the country in a seri- 
ous and dignified way, as befit- 
ted the leader of the pack; while 
the other dogs ran along the rim 
of the cliff, sniffing vigorously. 
The loneliness of the country 
was deeply etched in the vast 
panorama of marshlands, mot- 
tled with great patches of forest. 
Except for the rustle of the dogs 
in the thickets there was noth- 
ing to mar the profound still- 
ness. 


I have never felt fear of the 
jungle; but at this moment I 
felt its solitude. In an area of 
perhaps a hundred square miles, 
I was probably the only living 
human being, and certainly the 
only white man. All of the an- 
cient mystery of this age-old 
land, that had been steaming in 
alternating cycles of floods and 
parched heat for millions of 
years, seemed to rise in the flat 
mists that hung over the deep 
jungle below. If my bones were 
left to bleach under this tropi- 
cal sun, they would bleach un- 
marked and untended until the 
slow corrosion of nature would 
reduce them in actual fact into 
the dust from which they came.

INALLY I gathered the dogs, 
F ciimbea on Beduino and we 

rode slowly along the rim of 
the cliff until we came to a de- 
pression where flood waters had 
eroded the bank. We found a way 
down to the floor of the: valley, 
and I followed this dry stream- 
bed across the marsh grass, know- 
ing it would lead to a water hole. 
The ground was heavily blanket- 
ed with thickets, which were al- 
most impenetrable in places. 
Even the dogs would back away 
and Beduino and I would have 
to turn aside for as much as a 
hundred yards to find a breach 
in the thorny fortification. Fi- 
nally Valente yelped and dived 
toward a small tunnel, apparent- 
ly an animal trail, made by pec- 
cari or caytetu, boring through 
the brush. 


I had dismounted, and using 
my machete, I cut through sev- 
eral yards of thickets until I 
could lead Beduino into the more 
open space beyond. A few yards 
ahead the gray bank of a water 
hole was visible through the 
tangled brush. It struck me that 
this would be an extremely un- 
favorable spot for meeting with 
the tigre. 

Valente gave a sudden tug at 
the leash, and was almost drag- 
ging me forward. I followed to 
the edge of the depression, which 
was partly covered at the center 
with a pool of dark, turgid wa- 
ter. There were many animal 
tracks in the caked mud surface 
near the bank, most of them 
quite old. At the far side, near 
a wet but waterless inlet, where 
the bank was only a few feet 
from the edge of the water, I 
saw the large tracks of a tigre.

HE tigre apparently had 
headed out across the marsh 
grass toward the deeper jun- 
gle beyond; and I was now con- 
fronted with the problem of 
following it through the high 
grass and perhaps in the end 
being stalked by the tigre itself. 


I was beginning to feel more 
than the solitude of the jungle; 
I was learning the deeper prob- 
lem—not of loneliness, but of 
survival. My fate and that of 
my dogs would rest on my mak- 
ing the proper decision. 

We pushed across perhaps 
three kilometers of thick, head- 
high grass, Valente following 
the tracks of the tigre, until we 
were almost to the fringe of a 
deeper jungle beyond the marsh 
grass. Then, from the changing 
tone of YValente’s whining yaps, 
and the way he circled back and 
forth, I realized he had lost the 
trail. I unleased the dogs and 
after several minutes of scurry- 
ing about, they came back to 
gaze at me, as if waiting for my 
divination as to what to do next. 


It was nearly night, and I had 
only a small amount of water; 
but there was evidence of water 
from the buriti palms which 
were visible among the trees. I 
decided to push a little way into 
the forest. Water can usually 
be obtained by driving a hole 
near a buriti palm, and letting it 
fill up. However, we came to 
the edge of a small stream with 
pools of clear water, og after 
carefully selecting, an open 
space with no eavy tree 
branches above it for a lurking 
cat to crouch upon, I hobbled 
the mule and set up camp. 

Valente crouched with the 
other dogs on a blanket I had 
laid near a small fire which I 
had built—not as protection 
against prowling beasts, because 
a tigre will attack around a fire 
as soon as any place, but to pro- 
vide a circle of light in which 
I could see the dogs and the 
mule. After feeding the animals 
and myself, I sat with my back 
against a tree and my rifle be- 


side me, prepared to sleep as 
well as I could. 

Whenever I awoke, I replen- 
ished the fire with a few sticks, 
and the crackle would arouse 
the dozing dogs for a moment. 
Each time they would lift their 
heads and gaze furtively into 
the blackness that swallowed 
everything that surrounded ts. 
Then I would close my eyes and 
attempt to take another nap, but 
I did not feel much like;sleep- 
ing. On the whole it was\ not a 
very restful night. 

I found myself staring into 
the blackness beyond the dull 
rim of light from the glowing 
fire, and feeling the strange 
mystery of the jungle at night. 
There were things not identifi- 
able, or even capable of being 
sensed outwardly. Yet I felt 
them within my own senses. 
They were like ingredients of 
my solitary vigil . .. For ex- 
ample, I closed my eyes at one 
moment, and tried to under- 
stand what the tigre would do, 
if it were prowling around the 
camp site. I concluded it would 
watch us, and then skulk off, 
having no possible reason—un- 
less it were hungry — for at- 
tacking that red glowing spot in 
the blackness. 

I looked into the black ring 
of trees and tried to under- 
stand the deep quiet of the 
jungle at night; and I think I 
actually understood how an ani- 
mal would feel, crouching in 
suspension between sleep and 
wakefulness, having no desire to 
attack any living thing, but 
ready to defend itself at the 
slightest unfamiliar sound. There 
are many animals that prowl 
in the jungle at night, and a 
few of these I heard... . the 
soft gnashing of teeth of the 
cayetu; and once I saw a gleam 
of eyes beyond the fire. I 
reached for my rifle, but what- 
ever the animal was, it scurried 
off and I resumed my vigil.

Y the time the first streaks of 

light began to outline the 

trees and the marsh grass to 
the east, I was fully awake and 
actually refreshed; and above 
all, felt as if I had passed 
through a kind of inner change. 
The vigorousness of the morn- 
ing air which was cool at this 
time of the year, filled me with 
a sensation of strength which I 
had not felt the day before. It 
was as if the night I had passed 
alone in the deep silence of the 
jungle had poured into me a 
‘confidence of my Own power. 
I still felt that sense of solitary 
responsibility for what I was

doing—for my own life, and the 
lives of the animals; but I no 
longer had any doubt as to my 
own capacity. 

Valente picked up the trail 
less than an hour after we left 
the night camp. I knew from 
the tone of his bark—a deep 
baying, that came full out of 
the dog’s throat, rather than 
a whining yelp—and from the 
straight run the other dogs 
made, without scurrying to one 
side and the other, that the 
tigre was not far ahead. 


I rode along the rim of the 
forest, keeping within range of 
the dogs’ barks. After a mile 
of rapid pursuit, the barks 
changed from eager baying to 
a sharp, snarling crescendo, and 
I knew the tigre was at bay. I 
rode close to the place from 
which the noise was coming, 
dismounted and fastened Be- 
duino’s reins to a thorn bush. 
I pulled my spear from the 
sheath and also took my rifle, 
since the cat might be in a tree 
where it could not be reached 
with a spear. Then I pushed 
forward through the high grass. 

The brush country was not 
good for spear-fighting a's 2 
knew that, from all my native 
instructor Joaquim had told me. 
Also, it was unfamiliar ground. 
But I had no choice in the mat- 
ter—since I could not return to 
Beduino and leave the dogs. So 
I shoved my way through the 
grass and brush. 

I saw the dogs sooner than I 
had expected. They were near 
a patch of brush and grass that 
surrounded a thicket of acuri 
palms. From the direction of

ly toward the bank of brush. As 
I approached, I could hear the 
low, throaty snarl of the tigre, 
even in the din of the dogs’ 
barking and growling. It seemed 
to say: “Leave me alone, and 
I'll leave you sens. 23 


Y hands had become damp, 
M trom the heat and from 

sweating in the palms. I 
knew the next few seconds would 
decide my fate—and prebably 
that of the dogs and of Beduino. 
But I had no way I could think 
of that would provoke the cat 
into revealing its position. Once 
I heard a slight rustle in the 
brush, and turned to face that 
point; but the next instant I 
heard a low, throaty snarl end- 
ing in a cough, several feet 
away. 

I dared not retreat or change 
my tactics. If I turned away for 
an instant, I would expose my- 
self to an attack I might not be 
able to meet; and if I shoved 
the spear into the brush, I would 
be out of position to meet an 
attack. 

While I was concentrating on 
this problem, the tigre suddenly 
increased the tempo of its 
growls. The dogs were at one 
side, and I was afraid thm ani- 
mal might charge them, forcing 
me to defend them from the 
flank. It would be almost impos- 
sible to drive the spear into a 
vital spot of a tigre charging 
the dogs. I was about to go for 
my gun, and take a chance on a 
shot at the tigre as it came out 
of the brush, when I caught a 
flash of black and yellow in the 
grass, almost instantly followed 
by a terrifying roar. 

The tigre was charging at me, 
and almost instinctively, I low- 
ered the spear to ineet it. The 
charge was low; and the sight 
of that snarling face, contorted 
with animal rage and _ the 
screaming sound that came from 
the pink cavern of its throat, 
was so sudden I was startled, 
rather than frightened, I be- 
lieve surprise saved me, because 
my own reaction was as in- 
stinctive as anything I have 
ever done. I had no time to de- 
cide between one thing or an- 
other; and I think I reacted au- 
tomatically. As the tigre hurled 
itself at me, I jabbed sharply 
upward with the. spear and 
a it full in the chest.

HEN the tigre did something 
T else I had not expected. It 

wrested itself from the spear 
and backed off. The blood was 
spurting from the wound in its 
chest. I knew it was badly 
wounded—but I did not know 
how soon it would die. All at 
once, my mind concentrated on 
one thought; I must provoke the 
tigre into a quick charge, so 
that it would have enough force 
to impale itself on my spear. 

I have said earlier that I be-

~Toscanini-and Brahms 
By Thomas _B. Sherman 


HE. publieation of the four Brahms symphonies in a de liixe 
T album of three recordings made by the NBC Orchestra under 

the direction of Arturo Toscanini (RCA-Victor) provides a 
valuable text for examining the characters of both composer and 
conductor. If it be conceded that Toscanini’s interpretations do 
not exceed the limits of permissible freedom then it follows that 
the Brahms symphonies are not too ponderous, or too heavily 
weighted in the middle and at the bottom, or lacking in color, 


as has sometimes been charged. 


_At the same time it should 
be evident that Toscanini’s per- 
formances of the symphonies 
cannot be regarded as compre- 
hensive. Too much is excluded 
or minimized. Before going into 
that, however, the truly extraor- 
dinary aspects of these record- 
idgs should be noted. 

‘As examples of continuity they 
are virtually unique. The un- 
broken flow of sound and con- 
nection of- ideas may be: com- 
pared, for convenience, 
stulptured figure hewn from ene 
plece. Tying up phrases, of 
collrse, is a much more compli- 
cated and difficult process and 
it is particularly difficult in

sional failures of invention.

EQUALLY ARRESTING is his 
unfailing transparency, balance 
of volume, and blending of tim- 
bres. Conceivably such meticu- 
lous finish could be achieved 
by supreme craftsmanship; but 
one does not consider such a 
possibility in the presence of 
music that is so obviously ani- 
mated from a source of vitality 
that can only be described in 
terms of its effects. 

Excitement is immediately 
communicated. While recogniz- 
ing the play of logic the lis- 
tener gets an emotional charge 
that has associations of grandeur. 
Conception and execution are 
‘big, passionate, and radiant. 
Moreover every locution has an 
intelligibility that is also felt 
emotionally. Enthusiastic com- 
mentators have also remarked 
the lyrical grace of the song- 
like passages. Certainly they 
have a feline suppleness and 
certitude.

WHAT IS EXCLUDED or 
smoothed down to a point con- 
sistent with the overall concep- 
tion is precisely the quality in 
Brahms which cannot be rigidly 
confined. It is most evident in 
those me ideas which fre- 
quently extend into an almost 
complete song pattern and which 
show an invariable’ tender- 
mindedness. Frequently they 
have a close affinity to German 
folk music and the suggested 
associations are the simpler 
beauties of nature and the human 
spectacle. Examples are the 
opening passages and oboe solo 
of the second movement in the 
C Minor Symphony, the second 
subject in the first movement 
of the Second Symphony, the 
js cio ya in the Third 

ymphony, the slow movement. 

I suggest that these idea 
need a little more amplitude 
of expression than can be found 
in the Toscanini recordings. One 
can detest the beery sentiment 
that might result from too much 
rubato or too deep a coloring 
in an inviting lyrical passage. 
But sentiment is there and it 
cannot be expressed except by 
the cumulative minutiae of 
slightly modified tempi, altered 
—— of notes and enriched

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EGYPTS iNNER CONFLICT 


Riots Set Off by Governing Junta's Dispute Over Ending Military Rule 
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A mass of demonstrators demanding retention of military 
rule in Egypt surges past vainly resisting guards and 
through the gates to the grounds of Premier Naguib’s office 
in Cairo. The Revolutionary Council and cabinet were 
holding a conference on the proposed changeover in gov- 
ernmental systems at the time. As a result of conferences 
last Sunday and Monday the Council decided to establish 
an appointed “National Advisory Council” to include rep- 
resentatives of various organizations and professions.

GYPT’S MILITARY GOVERNMENT underwent another inter- 
nal upheaval last weekend. It stemmed from the play for 
power between warring factions within the 12-man Revolu- 
tionary Council that has ruled since King Farouk’s overthrow in 
1852. Public demonstrations and outbreaks of violence accom- 
panied the conflict within the junta. The row brought no imme- 
diate upset in the official government, but did result in a strate- 
gic defeat for President and Premier Mohammed Naguib. 
The turmoil was precipitated by Naguib’s announcement 
that the Revolutionary Council planned to turn over all its power 
to a Constituent Assembly on next July 24. He followed up by 
releasing more than 100 members of the Wafd and Moslem 
Brotherhood from jail. The Wafd party had dominated the 
Farouk regime, and the fanatically nationalist Brotherhood also 
had been a political power. 
The move met with opposition by the officer group headed 
by Lieutenant Colonel Abdel Gamal Nasser, Vice Premier and 
moving spirit behind the overthrow of Farouk. Nasser’s sup- 
porters declared the plan to end the junta’s rule meant return- 
ing the government “to dishonest politicians of the old regime.” 
That cry was taken up by swarms of well-organized demonstra- 
tors, who shouted for a continuation of the military rule. 
There was a brief general strike. Rioters attacked and beat 
Chief Justice Abdel Razzak Sanhouri in the Supreme Court gar- 
dens. He had been mentioned as possible premier in the proj- 
ected civilian regime. Troops and tanks were rushed into Cairo 
to keep order. The outcome was that last Monday the decision 
to. call Constituent Assembly elections was canceled. It was an- 
nounced that Naguib, who retained his wide personal popularity, 
would remain head of state, but Nasser apparently was in power 
as undisputed boss of the regime.

HE MOST IMPORTANT part of photographing 
children is child's play. That holds for the 
cameraman as well as his menyacts. The pho- 

tographer indulges in it because he has to. It's 
the only way he can get youngsters to submit to 
what they seem variously to consider a mysteri- 
ous, frightening, unnecessary or boring ordeal. 
The youngsters at first take part in the play be- 
cause they are inveigled into it by the shone 
pher, and then because it's fun and seems to be 
sidetracking the unreasonable desires of the 
eee tc It is while they are in the latter state of 
lissful unawareness that the photographer takes 
advantage of their trust and clicks the shutter. 

Children faced with a camera usually react 
pretty unpredictably. Shy ones are likely to cling 
to mother’s skirt or neck, wail lustily at any effort 
to pose them. The more imaginative may decide 
the black cloth-covered camera is a three-legged, 
one-eyed monster. Others clam up grimly, or 
won't stay put, or bite their lips and make faces, 
or act nicely only to cry at the crucial moment. 

To offset all these vagaries a specialist in 
child photography must be well supplied with pa- 
tience, time, entertainment ability, and a broad 
knowledge of child ology. He can't use 
force, exercise his adult rights by telling the young- 
ster to do so-and-so—or else. He has to depend 
on coaxing, cajolery, subterfuge, strategy. Bas- 
ically, he must be able to act and think like a 
child when the occasion demands. 

The pictures on this page show children being 
“maneuvered into position’’ for photographs by 
Joseph Brown, a portrait photographer for 27 
years, who specializes in child photos. Brown 
operates a studio on Theodosia avenue, prefers to 
take his pictures in the home—"it's easier on the 
mothers, keeps the children from getting into a 
bad humor.”

VERY 24 HOURS, SOME 50,000 trucks haul millions of 
pounds of freight—from aspirin to automobiles—in, out, 
through and about St. Louis. Situated at a continental 

crossroads, St. Louis is the second largest trucking center 
in the United States. Since the city also is the country’s 
second largest rail hub, it is outranked only by Chicago 
as the nation’s busiest land transportation center. 

The trucking industry has reached a high degree of 
specialization, with equipment and service designed for 
specific kinds of jobs. Most of the motorized behemoths 
encountered by highway travelers are interstate common 
carriers, contract carriers and special: commodity carriers. 
Common carriers are “for hire’ trucks that operate over 
specified routes between established terminals in desig- 
nated areas under posted tariffs. They carry almost any- 
thing that can be put in multi- wheeled trailers that are 
pulled by power units called tractors. 

Contract carriers use similar equipment but differ from 
common carriers in that they contract to handle ship- 
ments of one or more companies and do not operate under 
a fixed rate schedule. Special commodity trucks are of 
all types: Vans for long-distance moving of household 
goods; glass-lined and stainless steel tanks for gasoline, 
oil, chemicals, milk; refrigerated trucks for produce, fish, 
meat; open trucks for livestock; special units for mail. 

Common carrier trucking is an industry in itself. St. 
Louis is served by 303 common carrier lines that provide 
connections to more than 25,000 cities, towns and hamlets 
throughout the United States, Mexico and Canada. More 
than 3800 big common carrier vehicles move 60,000,000 
pounds of freight in and out of the city every day. 

Twenty-eight common carrier lines have home offices 
here. Several that started as one-truck outfits 25 or 30 
years ago have grown into commercial giants that now 
operate huge fleets over long distances and do an annual 
gross business of $10,000,000 or more. In St. Louis, the 


303 common carrier lines employ 6350 persons, have a 
total annual payroll of $34,150,000, own real estate and 
terminal facilities valued at $20,000,000. 

Terminals are the nerve centers of the far-flung com- 
mon carrier industry. Several of the big St. Louis termi- 
nals, built within the last five years, reflect the enormous 
expansion of the industry since World War Il. Located 
for the most part on the fringes of the downtown area, the 
terminals are. elaborate, mechanized depots where vast 
quantities of freight can be handled quickly, efficiently and 
economically. While big lines maintain their own termi- 
nals, smaller firms use St. Louis’ eight public terminals. 

Common carriers roll day and night, which is the rea- | 
son St. Louis is only 21 hours away for a special shipment | 
of New Orleans shrimp or 16 hours for a load of Grand 
Rapids furniture. At the terminals, through freight of less 
than truckload lots is put on outbound trucks of connecting 
lines according to destination. Full loads passing through 
the St. Louis gateway remain in their trailers, which are 
turned over to other lines that operate to the point of desti- 
nation or to another connecting point. A single trailer with 
a cross-country cargo may be pulled by tractors of three 
or four lines at various stages of its journey and still make 
the coast-to-coast run in 10 days or less. . 

Biggest headache of interstate truckers is the fact that 
every time their vehicles cross a state line they come un- 
der a new set of regulations. All are subject to jurisdic- 
tion of each state in which they operate as well as to the 
federal Interstate Commerce Commission. The ICC grants 
operating permits and approves routes and tariffs, but each 
state issues its own licenses, sets permissible load weights, 
fixes maximum length and height for various types of 
equipment. Regulations vary greatly from state to state, 
and figuring whether a loaded truck will be legal in every 
state it is scheduled to pass through is a matter involving 
the services of an expert.

As one 
way to improve that situation, driver education’ was 

made a compulsory course in St. Louis public high schools 
in January, 1953. During the current and first full school 
year for the instruction, more than 3000 boys and girls 
will complete the difficult and comprehensive driving 
course. e instruction includes six weeks of classroom 
work and six hours “behind the wheel.” A driving course 
is required in only one county school, but is a popular 
elective study in most others that offer it. 

It would be impossible to determine how many lives 
are saved by teaching teen-age drivers the principles of 
safe driving and highway courtesy. Some insurance com- 
panies, however, have shown their faith in the program 
by giving discounted rates to young drivers who have 
successfully completed the course. The value of such 
training is demonstrated also by the ease with which 
graduates pass the state driver's license test. 

The Automobile Club of Missouri, principal advocate 
of driver education in high schools, reports that in other 
states young drivers who have taken a high school course 
have an average of 65 pet cent fewer accidents than do 
others of the same age group.

N A SEPTEMBER day, a vicious, 20- 

year-old hoodlum named Joseph 

James Brletic, with a record of ar- 

rests for rape, armed robbery and auto 

theft, cut through a wall with barber's 

shears and broke out of St. Louis County 
Prison, Clayton, Mo. 

For more than four years, the young 
gunman remained at large. 

Then on Feb. 9, 1953, the FBI flooded 
newspaper offices across the country with 
photos and descriptions of Brietic. _ 

The next day, a citizen of Lancaster, 
Calif., picked up his evening paper and 
then phoned local authorities. By 9:15 
p.m., Brietic was in handcuffs. 

What happened to Brletic was the worst 
fate That can befall a professional crim- 
inal: his name had been placed on the 
FBI's list of “Ten Most Wanted Men.” 

When a fugitive from justice is elected 
to the Top Ten, he knows that the jig is 
up. In the glare of national publicity, his 
chances of escaping recognition by some- 
one, somewhere, are mighty slim. 

Since the FBI set up its “Most Wanted” 
program in 1950, over 60 men who made 
the list have been captured. 

And 27 of them have been picked up 
as the result of tips from private citizens 
who saw the wanted man’s photograph or 
heard a description on the radio. 

Private citizens were responsible for 


the arrests of half the 26 picked up in 
1953 alone. 

Who aré the Ten Most Wanted Fugi- 
tives? 

Director J. Edgar Hoover says they're 
habitual law-breakers, not one-time of- 
fenders. 

They're active operators who'll strike 
again, if they’re not caught. The “fra- 
ternity” has included murderers, safe- 
crackers, stickup artists, confidence men. 


HERE'S WHAT J. Edgar Hoover, director 
of the FBI, told PARADE: 


“The safeguarding of our communi- 
ties from the criminal element is the duty 
of all good citizens, and every mon 
charged with enforcing the law is de- 
pendent upon their assistance .. . 

‘| am particularly pleased that you are 
featuring in your story the inestimable aid 
given the law enforcement profession by 
alert citizens .. ."" 


The FBI's 52 field offices send in the 
names of “candidates”. Sometimes, the 
man has broken jail. More often, he has 
committed a crime and then fled before 
local authorities could nab him.

Even a 13-year-old schoolboy spotted one dangerous fugitive 


line, he’s eligible for the list—under the 
Federal statute on unlawful flight to avoid 
prosecution. 

When he’s caught, he is returned to 
local authorities for questioning, trial and 
imprisonment. 

A fugitive needs no special qualifica- 
tion for the Top Ten. “We don’t discrimi- 
nate,” says an FBI official. The FBI sim- 
ply tries to pick men who are considered 
most menacing to society. 

A few names are kept regularly on hand 
as replacements for captured men. 


The Presses Roll 


HEN A NEW name moves up to the 
Wis. the presses begin to roll at FBI 

headquarters here. Into the mail go 
125,000 big “Wanted” posters, to be 
tacked up in post offices, railroad stations 
and law enforcement agency headquarters 
across the country. 

The nation’s news services are given 
pictures and a sketch with every available 
bit of information about the fugitive—his 
scars, birthmarks and tattoos, his dress and 
manner of speech, his nicknames, girl 
friends and living habits. 

And here’s what happens next: 

A customer in Lewis Hillsberg’s restau- 
rant in Coral Gables, Fla., ordered fried 
chicken, then settled down to read the 


evening paper. 


Suddenly, to Hillsberg’s surprise, the 
customer jumped up, folded his paper and 
bolted from the place without finishing his 
meal. Hillsberg took a look at the day’s 
papers himself. 

There, in the Miami Herald and Miami 
Daily News, he found pictures of his cus- 
tomer—Ernest Tait, a fugitive burglar. He 
called the Miami FBI office. 

The next day a jeweler, a haberdasher 
and a garage employe all reported they 
had seen Tait in the vicinity. With a de- 
scription of Tait’s auto from garage man 


PRESSES get sendy to roll off 125,000 
pictures of another hunted man. Soon his 
picture will be seen across the country. 


Jesse Marrs, the FBI nabbed him at a serv- 
ice station that afternoon. 

Dr. R. J. Cobble, a veterinarian in 
Dixon, Calif., saw a picture of jailbreaker 
Chester Lee Davenport in the Vallejo 
News Chronicle. He recognized Daven- 
port as a worker on a local dairy farm. 

His tip sent local officers and FBI agents 
to pick Davenport up. Davenport went 
back to the Oklahoma State Reformatory 
to serve out a robbery sentence. 

Thirteen-year-old James Radeck went 
home for lunch in St. Paul, Minn. The kit- 
chen floor was freshly mopped, and his 
mother had spread newspapers to walk on. 

Watching his feet, the boy stepped close 
to a picture of a man he knew—a strange 
hermit the kids had found living ina 
cave near the Mississippi River. 

The man was identified as escaped mur- 
derer William Raymond Nesbit. Jimmy 
called the cops, and the FBI crossed off 
another member of the Top Ten. 

The net of publicity is as wide as the 
continent. Take the case of Joseph Frank- 
lin Bent, Jr., wanted for robbery and at- 
tempted murder. 

A man in Alaska picked up Pageant 
Magazine, recognized Bent, and told the 
FBI Bent once had-lived in Monterey, 
Mexico. Agents went to Mexico and easily 
picked up Bent’s trail. A few days later, 
he was nabbed in Texas City, Tex.

INCE THE START Of the program, 
newspaper publicity has been re- 
sponsible for the capture of 12 fugi- 
tives. Magazines have accounted 
for five—three of them the result of a single 
article in the Saturday Evening Post. 

Most of the tipsters who helped snare 
the criminals remain anonymous. The FBI 
makes it a rule never to reveal their 
identities. 

The vengeance slaying of young Arnold 
Schuster, who “put the finger” on Top 
Tenner Willie Sutton, came after Schuster 
publicly claimed a reward. Sutton had 
been captured by New York City police. 


The FBI gives no rewards to helpful. 


citizens. They do get a personal letter of 
thanks from J. Edgar Hoover. 

Only one member of the original Top 
Ten is still -at large—Henry Randolph 
Mitchell, a graying, stocky little man who 
has spent most of his 58 years in jail. 

Mitchell, who sometimes works as an 
auditor, has been convicted of grand 
larceny, narcotics law violations, breaking 
and entering, and forgery. 


The Wiliest 


OUGHT SINCE 1948 for a Williston, 
Fla., bank robbery, this veteran crim- 
inal rates as the wiliest of them all. 

But the FBI is confident that sooner or 
later, he'll be crossed off too. 

Most Top Ten alumni are now behind 
bars. One cheated justice by committing 
suicide. A murder suspect was acquitted. 

Then there was Fred Bowerman who 
never went to jail. Surprised in the middle 
of a bank holdup last April, he died in a 
gun battle with St. Louis police. 

No woman has ever made the list. There 
just aren’t any female crooks in a class 
with Henry Mitchell and Fred Bowerman. 
Several times, though, wives or girl friends 
believed hiding out with fugitives have 
rated special posters. . - 

The FBI is delighted with the success 
of its “Ten Most Wanted” program. The 
fugitives, though, feel a little differently. 

Kidnapper Thomas Jackson Massingale, 
flushed from cover by a magazine article, 
complained bitterly about the “notoriety.” 

Another fugitive couldn't stand the 
strain. After 14 years of hiding out, Bank 
Bandit Meyer Dembin made the FBI list. 

He saw his picture in so many places 
at once that he just gave up and turned 
himself in. s

HAT ON EARTH is going on in the picture above?

More than that, Charlie Macey, golf pro at this Sussex 
town, is trying to prove his claim that the world needs a 
slight streak of madness. It takes itself too seriously. now, 
he says. 

Maybe you read about the pogo stick record—the first 
time word of his “madness” sneaked out of town. But 
Crowborough residents, who agree when he calls himself 
“Crazy Charlie”, point to the ways he’s startled them in 
the past:

PATRICK AIR FORCE BASE, Cocoa, Fia. 
OLIDAY FISHERMEN who troll the warm Gulf 
Stream off this strip of Florida coast some- 
times see the Matador. 
It glints bright red in the sunlight as it 
climbs for altitude above the ocean. 

The Matador is a pilotless jet bomber of the U. S. 
Air Force. 

For three years this new weapon has been streaking 
across the Atlantic in test flights, while Glenn L. 
Martin Co. engineers worked to perfect its design. 

Now the Matador is combat ready. The Ist and 
69th Pilotless Bomber Squadrons have been assigned 
to the NATO defense forces in Western Europe. 

I watched the 69th in action here at the Air Force 
Missile Test Center and PARADE cameraman David 
Preston photographed the outfit just as it will look in 
combat if “the bell rings.” 

The squadron is a tactical air unit whose wartime 
job would be to strike swiftly against an aggressor’s 
armies, or against supply centers, bases, or communi- 
cations lines. The Matador, officially designated as 
B-61, is reported capable of carrying a nuclear charge

in its warhead. It dives into its target to create a tre- 
mendous area of destruction on the ground. 

This pilotless aircraft, which is about the size of a 
jet fighter, will be used in tactical operations. Its speed 
is reportedly “near-sonic”—in the neighborhood of 
650 m.p.h. 


EXCLUSIVE: Pilotiess bombers, the Defense 
Dept. has announced, are moving up to the 
iron Curtain—to be on hand if they're ever 
needed. This is the first story written about 
a push-button bomber squadron,how the men 
in it go about their strange new jobs. 

THE EDITORS. 
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Steering the “bird” to its target is done from the 
ground, by electronic devices that the Air Force 
doesn’t talk about for publication. 

A U. S. highway, Route AlA, runs right through 
Patrick Air Force Base, and vacationing motorists 


drive within a few hundred feet of some of the most 
hush-hush equipment in America. But the guided 
missile work areas are fenced off and tightly restricted. 
With written permits, and careful official escort, Pres- 
ton and I were admitted to certain areas. Other areas 
are tightly screened off from all but “specially-author- 
ized” eyes. 

We found the commander of the 69th Squadron 
at his office inside a large hangar. Rugged, six-foot 
Lt. Col. Richard W. Maffry, West Point °42, served 
in Europe with a light bomber squadron in World War 
If. He flew 53 combat missions as a B-26 pilot. Ten 
years later Dick Maffry doesn’t find it strange to be 
going back to Europe with a light bomber squadron 
whose flight crews stay on the ground. 

Maffry has been working with guided missiles for 
more than six years, but he admits he is no technical 
expert on their complicated inner workings. Other 
men can do'the engineering. “My forte,” he says in his 
quiet voice that carries the twang of a Missouri boy- 
hood, “is to take something the technicians develop, 
and devise the best way to put it into operation.”

HE SQUADRON’S Assembly Section is a 

hangar which receives all the pieces of 

the Matador direct from the factory and 

puts them together into main compo- 
nents, ready for trucking. Three big highway 
trailers were being moved gradually along in file, 
towed from one station to the next by darting 
little “tugs.” Air Force specialists in mechanics, 
armament and electronics swarmed over the 
trailers and their loads, installing and “checking 
out” equipment. 

As finally prepared for the road, each missile 
body rested complete on a. supporting cradle. 
Wings, joined together, stood in an upright V 
alongside. 

The test missiles used here in research flights 
are painted a luminous red, for easy tracking 
by optical instruments and cameras. With sun- 
shine flooding through hangar skylights, the 
assembly area was a blaze of color. 

The colonel pointed out that the assembly 
line would function exactly the same under field 
conditions. It could be set up in a parking garage, 
a warehouse, or even a big tent. 


Strange Vehicles 


EAVING THE HANGAR, we found an array of 
[-. strange-looking vehicles parked on the con- 
crete ramp behind. A 40-foot, flat steel 
trailer with 12 enormous tires—the Matador 
launcher. An assortment of box-like vans carry- 
ing electronics and communications equipment. 
Portable electric generators. A huge crane. 

The great tactical value of the B-61 squadron 
lies in its mobility; every piece of needed equip- 
ment rolls on wheels. 

We had seen the hardware. Now how did it 
all fit together when the squadron went into 
action? We found out on the day one of the 
launch crews was scheduled for a field exercise 
under combat conditions. 

A wild area of sand and palmetto bush on 
nearby Cape Canaveral had been selected. 

Out from the base, heading north on Route 
A1A, rumbles the convoy—launcher, covered 
missile, flat-bed, vans, crane, and escorting jeeps

—through the little resort town of Cocoa Beach. 

Guided missiles on Main Street are an every- 
day occurrence in Cocoa Beach. Housewives 
and shopkeepers scarcely turn to look as the 
convoy roars through town. 

En route to the Cape, Capt. Max Feibelman, 
the squadron operations officer, explains that 
his station in combat would be a communica- 
tions center set up in a tent or building of some 
kind near the missile launching area. From this 
command post, his orders would go out by 
radio-telephone to launch crew commanders at 
widely scattered launching sites. He also would 
be in contact with Assembly, to keep new mis- 
siles rolling up to the launchers. The Guidance 
Section would be off by itself, in some hidden 
location perhaps many miles away. 

We reach the. practice site—nothing but a 
clearing near the ocean, with surface hardened 
to take the weight of the vehicles. In combat, 
Matador could be launched from the middle of 
a highway, from a beachhead, from any piece 
of flat, hard ground accessible by truck. : 

Quickly the vehicles are deployed. Swiftly 
and silently the men go to work. Every man 
knows his job. The Test Center's rigorous train- 
ing program requires the crews to launch even 
at night; they can handle the bird just by feel. 

The launcher is set on the desired heading and 
its truck disengaged. 

A crane swings the body of Matador aboard 
the launcher in one clean motion. Another arc 
of the crane’s long arm and the wings drop into 
their slot to be locked in place. 

Last item in position is the black, gunpowder- 
packed RATO (rocket-assisted take-off) bottle, 
hitched under Matador’s tail.

Power Supply 


POWER GENERATOR unit has been rolled up 
A and cables plugged into the missile. Its 
racketing motor will supply the power to

‘But before firing, the missile is “dry-flown” 
without leaving the launcher, as a final check 
on guidance equipment. Electronics men sitting 
before instrument panels in one of the mysteri- 
ous blue vans feed impulses into the missile’s 
“brain’—a bewildering maze of tubes, wires 
and transistors. Matador is thinking clearly; its 
control surfaces respond to the signals received. 

Pre-flight checkout completed, Sgt. Wilcox 
passes the word to elevate the launcher. The 
gleaming bird tilts slowly upward. 

Now comes the warning whine of the starter. 
Men scatter from the bird’s tail. Suddenly the 
jet engine fires, its hot blast raising a cloud of 
black dust. The noise mounts to a roar overlaid 
by a high-pitched scream. 

Vehicles move away, and most of the launch 
crew are behind barriers. 

Crew commander Mayes crouches behind 
sandbags, his hands on a black box from which 
wires run to the rocket igniter. 

As zero approaches, the last man yanks out

the power cables and runs for shelter. 

If this were an actual launching, Mayes 
would now press a button and Matador would 
leave the earth with a thunderous explosion, bombers. 
trailing 30 feet of orange flame. 

From then on, it’s up to Guidance to “fly” 
the bird to the target. And the launch crew can 
ready another Matador. 


Can it Be Shot Down? 


AN MATADOR be shot down by an enemy? I 
asked Maj. Robert Burns, guided missile 
operations expert of the Tactical Air Com- 

mand. It’s possible, he admits. But a small, fast 

jet aircraft is a tough target to spot on radar. 

The Russians might have supersonic fighters ca- 

pable of intercepting the missile. But jet fighters

Gen. Donald C. Putt, chief of the Air Research 
and Development Command. “The development 
of the Martin B-61 as the nation’s first opera- 
tional missile heralds the long-range trend 
toward elimination of the crew in all phases of 
Air Force combat operations.” 

It looks as if Dick Maffry and his boys are an 
advance echelon of a new breed of fighting men.

RECENTLY, Richard Harrington, PARADE'S 
Arctic expert, went from the far north to the 
far south—looking for the world's southern- 
most resident. Here, he tells what he found. 
THE EDITORS. 


N MY LAST LAP south, I landed by 

plane at Ushuaia, on the island of 

Tierra del Fuego, off the tip of 

South America. Ushuaia, the world’s 

southernmost town, is a Chilean settlement of 
2,000 people. 

My goal was still 40 miles farther south— 
the island of Navarino, across treacherous 
Beagle Channel. At Ushuaia, I made contact 
with an interpreter and also chartered a boat 
for the trip across the channel. 

We had to wait five days to cross. A how!l- 
ing wind from the south whipped the chan- 
nel into a fury of whitecaps. Day after day 
the rain pelted down. 

But one morning, the owner of the boat, 
an unshaven Argentinian with yellow teeth 
and long hair, said: “Ah, today we go, si.” 


| Found Her 


HE CABIN Of the battered, 40-foot craft 
Ti filthy. Spray bubbles through the 
cracks. Loose tools clank about in the 
sloshing bilge. 
All around are dirty plates and mugs. The 
only cheerful thing in the cabin is a tiny stove. 
We make very strong black coffee and eat 


LANDING on Navarino Island from the launch, 
men pull boat ashore.

dry bread. 

Finally we cast off and head for the chan- 
nel. The boat bucks and heels. Solid green 
water boils over the prow into the cabin. 
Half-drowned, chilled to the bone, we try to 
keep on our feet. 

Four hours later we make our way into a 
sheltered cove of Navarino Island. Here | 
find what [I am looking for—the world’s 
southernmost permanent resident, a woman. 

She's an ancient, shriveled crone with a 
face like wrinkled leather, pointed teeth and 
Straggly grey hair. She is blind in one eye and 
partly crippled. 

This mere shell of a human being is a full- 
blooded Yaghan Indian, the sole survivor of 
a once-proud South American tribe. 

Her home is a tent-like structure of cor- 
rugated iron sheets and wood about eight 
feet in diameter. It is supported by poles set 
up inside. The place is hazy with smoke from 
a little stove in the center. At one side is a 
pile of driftwood for fuel. 

The old woman sleeps on three sheepskins 
spread on the bare ground. She lives mostly 
on mussels which she claws off the rocks at 
low tide. The shells are heaped all around. 

We enter the tent. The woman crouches 
on her sheepskins, her bare feet tucked under 
her. The interpreter begins talking. She 
answers. in gibberish made up of Yaghan, 
Spanish and English (she had learned English 
from missionaries who once visited her.) 

How old is she? I ask: “fifty?” She merely

60 mph Boat Races 
... over ‘Dry Land’ 


You've got to watch for logs & snakes 


MIAMI, Fila. 
HEY RUN mile-a-minute boat 
races around here over what 
looks like dry land. 

Go out along the Tamiami 
Trail on the edge of the Everglades and 
you'll see daredevil drivers like the one 
above. He's bounding through the 
swamps at speeds up to 75-miles-an- 
hour in a specially-designed “airboat.” 
The boats, light aluminum or ply- 
wood, are equipped with 65 to 150 
horsepower airplane motors and cut- 

down propellers. | 
The breathtaking shot was snapped 
for PARADE by photographer Carroll 


Seghers II, during the elimination trials 
for the annual Airboat Derby held here 
in January. But you can see jumps like 
it any Sunday. 

The drivers—mostly Seminole Indi- 
ans with a sprinkling of white hunters 
and trappers—come in from the depths 
of the swamps to see who has the fastest 
boat. 

Sitting on high seats (to see over the 
tall swamp grass) they line up their 
15 by 5 foot craft in ‘a clearing. 

Then, gunning the powerful motors, 
they roar off ina couple of feet of 
water steering by means of airplane- 
type rudders.

Sometimes, after striking a log or hum- 
mock, they jump four or five feet in air. 
Upsets are frequent and drivers have been 
killed by falling into the flailing propeller 
or pitching headlong into the snake-in- 
fested water. Submerged stumps have been 
known to rip hulls from stem to stern, 
Causing serious wrecks. 

Who invented the “airboat™? Nobody. 


knows. They first appeared in the Ever- - 


glades about 20 years ago when the op- 
erators of illegal stills and law-breaking 
hunters used them to outdistance revenue 
agents and game wardens. 

Today, they have become the automo- 
bile of the swamps, used by law abiding

market. Law officers use the boats for 
patrol work and rescue missions.

Throughout the summer and. autumn, 
drivers of West Palm Beach, St. Peters- 
burg, Miami and smaller towns around the 
Evergiades hold local races to tune up for 
the semi-final eliminations in winter.
